IMPERIAL  STATUTES. 

PACIFIC  CABLE  ACT,  1924 

(14-15  Geo.  5,  c.  19.) 

CHAPTER  19. 

An  Act  to  extend  the  powers  of  the  Pacific  Cable  Board,   a.d.  1924. 

[14th  July  1924.]  ~~ 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: — 

1.  — (1)  The  Pacific  Cable  Board  may,  subject  to  the  approval  Extension 
of  each  of  the  governments  represented  on  the  Board,  undertake  as  p^g^  cable 
agents  for  and  at  the  expense  of  the  governments  of  any  parts  of  Board. 
His  Majesty's  Dominions  any  work  in  connection  with  telegraphic 
communication,  whether  by  means  of  cables  or  by  means  of  wireless 
telegraphy,  within  their  existing  sphere  of  operations  and  within  the 
Caribbean  area. 

Provided  that  the  accounts  of  any  work  so  undertaken  shall 
be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  Board. 

(2)  Any  work  undertaken  by  the  Board  as  agents  for  His 
Majesty's  Government  before  the  commencement  of  this  Act  in  con- 
nection with  any  trans-atlantic  cable  worked  by  that  Government 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  within  the  powers  of  the  Board. 

(3)  The  Board,  in  the  event  of  its  undertaking  work  in  connection 
with  telegraphic  communication  in  the  West  Indies,  shall  have  power 
to  provide  and  supply  to  the  West  Indies  a  news  service  similar  to 

the  news  service  supplied  by  telegraph  companies  at  the  commence-  A.D.1924. 
ment  of  this  Act. 

2.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Pacific  Cable  Act,  1924,  and  Short  Title,

IMPORTATION  OF  PEDIGREE  ANIMALS  ACT,  1925 

(15-16  Geo.  5,  c.  30) 

CHAPTER  30. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  law  with  respect  to  the  landing  a.d.  1925. 
in  Great  Britain  of  pedigree  animals  brought  from  His 
Majesty's  dominions.  [28th  May  1925.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: — 
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1. — (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Minister) 
may  make  orders  for  allowing,  subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  any  such  order,  any  cattle,  sheep,  goats  or  swine  brought 
from  any  part  of  His  Majesty's  dominions,  which  are  shown  to  his 
satisfaction  to  be  there  registered  as  pedigree  stock  in  a  herd  or  flock 
book  recognized  by  him  after  consultation  with  the  Royal  Agricultural 
Society  of  England  and  the  Highland  and  Agricultural  Society  of 
Scotland,  to  be  landed  in  Great  Britain  without  being  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Part  I,  of  the  Third  Schedule  to  the  Diseases  of  Animals 
57  and  is  Vict.,  Act,  1894  (which  relate  to  slaughter  at  the  port  of  landing),  but 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  that  Schedule  (which  relate 
to  quarantine) : 

Provided  that  no  such  order  shall  be  made  except  with  respect 
to  animals  brought  from  a  part  of  His  Majesty's  dominions  in  which 
pedigree  animals  brought  from  Great  Britain  are  allowed  to  be  landed 
either  unconditionally  or  subject  to  conditions  (including  rates  of 
import  duties)  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  are  not  unduly 
restrictive. 

59  and  60  vict.,  (2)  The  section  which  by  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1896,  is 
c15-  substituted  for  section  twenty-four  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act 

1894,  shall  have  effect  as  if  paragraph  (b)  thereof  extended  to  any 
animals  allowed  to  be  landed  under  this  Act  in  like  manner  as  it 
extends  to  animals  the  landing  of  which  is  allowed  under  the  Diseases 
of  Animals  Act,  1894. 
13  Geo.  5,  c.  5.  (3)  Section  five  of  the  Importation  of  Animals  Act,  1922  (Session 
2)  (which  provides  that  compensation  shall  not  be  payable  in  respect 
of  the  slaughter  of  imported  animals  in  certain  cases),  shall  apply  in 
respect  of  any  imported  animal  which  having  been  allowed  to  be 
landed  under  this  Act  is  slaughtered  in  a  quarantine  station  by  reason 
of  the  animal  being  diseased,  or  suspected  of  having  been  exposed 
to  the  infection  of  any  disease. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  Importation  of  Animals 
Act,  1922  (Session  2),  the  provisions  contained  in  the  Schedule  to  that 
Act  (which  relate  to  the  regulation  of  movement  of  imported  cattle) 
shall  not  apply  to  any  animals  allowed  to  be  landed  under  this  Act 
except  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  applied  with  or  without  modifications 
by  the  order  allowing  the  animals  to  be  landed.

CHAPTER  37 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  exemption,  in  certain  circum-  ad.  1925. 
stances,  of  Foreign  ships  and  British  ships  registered 
outside  the  United  Kingdom  from  certain  provisions  of 
the  Merchant  Shipping  Acts.  [30th  June  1925.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: — 

1.  Where  His  Majesty  is  satisfied  that —  Power  to 

(a)  ships  of  a  foreign  country  are  required  by  the  law  of  that  SS£f8hipa 
country  to  comply  with  any  provisions  which  are  sub- from  certain 
stantially  the  same  as  or  equally  effective  with  any  oTMerchant 
provisions  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Acts  which  apply  to  Shipping  Acts- 
foreign  ships  while  they  are  within  a  port  of  the  United 
Kingdom;  and 

(b)  that  country  has  made  or  has  undertaken  to  make  provision 
for  the  exemption  of  British  ships,  while  they  are  within  a 
port  of  that  country,  from  the  corresponding  requirement 
of  the  law  of  that  country;

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TERMINATION  OF  WAR  WITH  TURKEY. 
ORDERS  IN  COUNCIL. 

At  the  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  the  12th  day  of  August,  1924. 

present: 

The  KING'S  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

WHEREAS  by  the  Termination  of  the  Present  War  (Definition)  Act,  1918, 
V V  it  is  provided  that  His  Majesty  in  Council  may  declare  what  date  is  to 
be  treated  as  the  date  of  the  termination  of  the  present  war,  and  that  the  date 
so  declared  shall  be  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  date  of  the  exchange  or  deposit  of 
ratifications  of  the  treaty  or  treaties  of  peace,  and  that  His  Majesty  may  also 
similarly  declare  what  date  is  to  be  treated  as  the  date  of  the  termination  of  war 
between  His  Majesty  and  any  particular  State. 

And  whereas  at  Lausanne  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  July,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-three,  a  Treaty  of  Peace  between  certain  Powers  and 
Turkey  was  signed  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty: 

And  whereas  by  the  said  Treaty  of  Peace  it  was  provided  that  a  proces- 
verbal  of  the  deposit  of  ratification  should  be  drawn  up  as  soon  as  the  Treaty 
had  been  ratified  by  Turkey,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  British  Empire,  France, 
Italy  and  Japan,  or  any  three  of  them,  on  the  other  hand,  and  that  from  the  date 
of  the  said  proces-verbal  the  Treaty  would  come  into  force  between  the  High 
Contracting  Parties  who  had  ratified  it; 

And  whereas  the  said  Treaty  having  been  ratified  by  Turkey,  on  the  one 
hand,  and  His  Majesty,  Italy  and  Japan,  on  the  other  hand,  such  a  proces-verbal 
as  aforesaid  has  been  drawn  up  and  dated  the  sixth  day  of  August,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-four: 

And  whereas  His  Majesty,  by  Order  in  Council  dated  the  tenth  day  of 
August  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  was  pleased  to  order  that  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  August,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one  should  be  treated  as  the 
date  of  the  termination  of  the  present  war,  but  it  was  provided  that  nothing  in 
the  said  Order  should  affect  the  relations  between  His  Majesty  and  the  Ottoman 
Empire  until  ratifications  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  with  that  Empire  should  have 
been  exchanged  or  deposited: 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  declare  the  date  which  is  to  be  treated  as  the 
date  of  the  termination  of  the  war  with  Turkey : 

Now,  therefore,  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy  Council, 
is  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  the  said  sixth  day  of  August, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-four  shall  be  treated  as  the  date  of  the  termination 
of  war  between  His  Majesty  and  Turkey.

INTERMEDIATE  TARIFF  EXTENDED  TO  SPAIN. 

1ITHEREAS  under  the  authority  of  section  4  of  the  Customs  Tariff,  1907, 
VV  the  Governor  General  in  Council  is  empowered  from  time  to  time,  in 
consideration  of  satisfactory  benefits,  to  extend  the  benefit  of  the  intermediate 
tariff  to  any  foreign  country  and  to  withdraw  the  benefit  of  the  intermediate 
tariff  from  any  country  to  which  it  has  been  extended; 

And  whereas  it  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Acting  Minister 
of  Finance  that  if  the  benefit  of  the  intermediate  tariff  were  extended  to  the 
products  of  the  Kingdom  of  Spain  it  would  result  in  advantage  to  Canadian  trade; 

And  whereas  the  consideration  for  extending  the  said  benefit  to  the  Kingdom 
of  Spain  is  the  assurance  by  the  Government  of  Spain  that  they  will  apply  to 
goods  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  on  their  importation  into  Spain 
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the  duties  under  the  second  column  of  the  Spanish  Customs  Tariff  in  force  at  any- 
time ; 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Acting  Minister  of  Finance  and  under  the  authority  of  section 
4  of  the  Customs  Tariff,  1907,  is  hereby  pleased  to  extend  the  benefit  of  the  inter- 
mediate tariff  to  products  originating  in  and  coming  from  the  Kingdom  of  Spain, 
provided  that  such  products  are  imported  direct; 

His  Excellency  in  Council  is  further  pleased  to  order  and  doth  hereby  order 
and  declare  that  in  order  to  secure  the  advantages  aforesaid  such  products  shall 
only  be  deemed  to  be  imported  direct  when  conveyed  without  transhipment 
from  a  port  of  the  Kingdom  of  Spain  or  from  a  port  of  a  country  enjoying  the 
benefit  of  the  preferential  or  intermediate  tariff  into  a  sea  or  river  port  of  Canada.

SUPREME   COURT   OF  NORTHWEST  TERRITORIES  ABOLISHED. 

TI7HEREAS  in  and  by  virtue  of  subsection  2  of  section  16  of  the  Alberta  Act, 
Vt  Chapter  3  of  the  Statues  of  1905,  it  is  enacted  that  the  Legislature  of 
the  Province  may  for  all  purposes  affecting  or  extending  to  the  said  Province 
abolish  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Northwest  Territories  and  the  offices  both 
judicial  and  ministerial  thereof  and  the  jurisdiction,  powers  and  authority 
belonging  or  incident  to  the  said  Court  provided  that  if  upon  such  abolition, 
the  Legislature  constitutes  a  Superior  Court  of  Criminal  jurisdiction,  the  pro- 
cedure in  criminal  matters  then  obtaining  in  respect  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  Northwest  Territories  shall  until  otherwise  provided  by  competent  authority 
continue  to  apply  to  such  Superior  Court,  and  that  the  Governor  in  Council 
may  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time  declare  all  or  any  part  of  such  procedure 
to  be  inapplicable  to  such  Superior  Court; 

And  Whereas  the  Legislature  of  the  said  Province  has  abolished  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  Northwest  Territories  for  all  purposes  affecting  or  extending  to 
the  said  Province  and  has  constituted  a  Superior  Court  of  criminal  jurisdiction; 
and  whereas  the  situation  contemplated  by  the  proviso  to  said  subsection  2 
of  section  16  of  the  Alberta  Act  has  arisen;  namely,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Territories  has  been  abolished  and  the  Legislature  of  the  said  Province  has 
established  a  Superior  Court  of  criminal  jurisdiction,  and  under  the  said  proviso 
the  procedure  in  criminal  matters  hitherto  obtaining  in  respect  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  Territories  has  continued  to  apply  to  such  Superior  Court  subject 
to  the  power  of  the  Governor  General  in  Council  at  any  time  and  from  time'  to 
time  to  declare  all  or  any  of  such  procedure  to  be  inapplicable  to  such  Superior 
Court; 

And  Whereas  the  provincial  authorities  represented  that  certain  of  the  said 
procedure  in  criminal  matters  provided  by  the  Northwest  Territories  Act,  Revised 
Statutes,  1886,  Chaper  50,  now  obtaining  within  the  said  province  by  virtue  of 
the  said  proviso  should  be  declared  to  be  inapplicable  to  such  Superior  Court 
as  so  established; 

And  Whereas  by  section  77  of  the  Northwest  Territories  Act  it  is  also 
provided  that  the  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time  by  proclamation 
declare  that  the  ten  sections  next  preceding  the  said  section,  that  is  to  say  section 
67  to  section  76,  both  inclusive,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  repealed  from  and  after 
the  date  in  such  proclamation  provided; 

And  Whereas  Our  Governor  General  in  Council,  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  power  vested  in  him  by  the  said  Statutes,  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  a 
proclamation  do  issue  declaring  said  section  71  of  the  Northwest  Territories 
Act  as  the  same  was  amended  prior  to  the  1st  day  of  September,  1905,  to  be 
inapplicable  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Alberta  and  repealing  said  section  71  as 
so  amended,  so  far  as  it  applies  to  the  said  Province  of  Alberta. 
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Now  Know  Ye  that  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council  for  Canada, 
We  do  hereby  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  subsection  2  of  section 
16  of  the  Alberta  Act,  and  said  section  77  of  the  Northwest  Territories  Act, 
Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1886,  Chapter  50,  proclaim  and  declare  said  section 
71  of  the  Northwest  Territories  Act  as  the  same  was  amended  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  September,  1905,  to  be  inapplicable  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Alberta, 
and  We  do  further  proclaim  and  declare  said  section  71,  in  so  far  as  it  applies 
to  the  said  Province,  to  be  repealed  from  and  after  the  publication  of  this  Our 
Proclamation  in  The  Canada  Gazette.

EXPORT  OF  ELECTRIC  POWER. 

WHEREAS  in  and  by  section  10  of  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada, 
passed  in  the  session  thereof  holden  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
the  reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  Edward  VII,  chaptered  16,  and  intituled 
"An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Exportation  of  Electric  Power  and  certain  Liquids 
and  Gases,"  it  is  amongst  other  things  in  effect  enacted  that  Our  Governor 
in  Council  may  by  proclamation  published  in  Our  Canada  Gazette  impose  export 
duties  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  per  annum  per  horse-power  upon  power  exported 
from  Canada,  or  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  on  fluids 
exported  from  Canada,  and  such  duties  shall  be  chargeable  accordingly  after 
the  publication  of  such  proclamation. 

And  Whereas  Our  Governor  General  in  Council  pursuant  to  the  said  section, 
has  directed  that  an  export  duty  be  imposed  of  three  one-hundredths  of  one 
cent  per  kilowatt  hour  upon  power,  as  defined  in  the  said  Act,  exported  from 
Canada  on,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-five. 

Now  Know  Ye  that  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council  for  Canada 
We  do  hereby  proclaim  and  direct  that  an  export  duty  be  imposed  of  three 
one-hundredths  of  one  cent  per  kilowatt  hour  upon  power,  as  defined  in  the 
said  Act,  exported  from  Canada,  on  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five.

EXPORT  OF  ELECTRIC  POWER. 
Regulations. 

1.  The  duty  shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  contractor,  and  the  amount 
shall  be  computed  from  the  figures  giving  the  total  kilowatt  hour  output  for 
export,  as  supplied  on  the  monthly  return  (L.  17),  required  by  paragraph  5 
of  the  General  Regulations  of  the  4th  of  November,  1907. 

2.  A  marked  cheque  on  favour  of  the  Receiver  General,  Canada,  for  the 
amount  computed,  as  above  specified,  shall  accompany  each  return.  This 
cheque  together  with  the  return  shall  be  delivered  or  mailed  by  the  contractor 
so  as  to  reach  the  Department  not  later  than  the  15th  day  of  the  month  following 
that  to  which  the  return  refers.

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  lobsters  from  the  9th  day  of 
June  in  each  year  to  the  14th  day  of  November  following,  both  days  inclu-

returned  forthwith  alive  and  uninjured  to  the  waters  from  which  it  or 
they  were  taken.

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS 

FOR  THE 

PROVINCE  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

Adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  March  30,  1925. 

The  following  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  waters  in  forest  reserves,  which 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

Definitions. 

"Minister"  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Angling"  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  held  in  the 
hand  or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand,  but  shall  not  include 
set-lines,  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat,  or  jigging,  or  any  equipment  that  involves  the 
use  of  more  than  one  line,  such  as  what  is  known  as  an  "otter." 

"One  day"  shall  mean  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

"Non-resident"  shall  mean  any  person  domiciled  in  the  province  of  British 
Columbia  for  a  period  of  less  than  six  months. 

"Gill-net"  or  "drift-net"  shall  mean  a  floating  gill-net  that  is  neither 
anchored  nor  staked,  but  that  floats  freely  with  the  tide  or  current. 

"Drag-seine"  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  floated  at  the  top,  cast 
from  a  boat  so  as  to  enclose  a  space  of  water  between  it  and  the  shore,  and  then 
drawn  ashore. 

"Purse-seine"  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  mounted  with  rings 
through  which  a  line  :s  run;  also  it  is  floated  at  the  top  and  cast  from  a  boat 
so  as  to  enclose  an  area  of  water.  It  is  then  closed  at  the  bottom  by  the  afore- 
said line  through  the  rings,  so  as  to  form  a  purse  or  bag. 

"Trap-net"  or  "pound-net"  shall  mean  an  apparatus  that  catches  fish 
without  enmeshing  them.  It  consists  of  a  leader  and  an  enclosure  with  a  bottom, 
into  which  enclosure  the  fish  are  guided  by  the  leader.  It  may  be  either  staked 
or  floating. 

"Chief  Inspector"  shall  mean  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Fisheries  for  British 
Columbia,  of  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Fishery  officer"  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the 
Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Fishery  guardian"  shall  mean  such  guardian  employed  by  authority  of 
the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Close  season"  shall  mean  a  specified  period  in  which  fish  may  not  legally 
be  taken. 

"Jigging"  shall  mean  attempting  to  catch  a  fish  by  impaling  it  on  a  hook 
through  some  part  of  the  body,  instead  of  inducing  the  fish  to  take  the  hook  into 
its  mouth,  as  in  "angling." 

Sec.  1. — Angler's  Permit. 

*(a)  Non-residents  of  the  province  shall  not  angle  or  troll  for,  or  take  any 
sporting  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  Railway  Belt  without  first  having  obtained 
therefor  an  Angler's  Permit,  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister. 

*By  arrangement  with  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  with  the  Provincial  Department  of  Fisheries  of  British 
Columbia,  permits  issued  by  officers  of  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  will  be  recognized  as  allowing  fishing  in 
forest  reserve  waters,  and  in  the  non-tidal  waters  of  the  province  outside  the  Railway  Belt,  and  conversely  permits  issued 
by  forest  reserve  officers,  for  waters  in  such  reserves,  or  by  provinc  ial  officers  for  non-tidal  waters  outside  the  Railway 
Belt,  shall  be  recognized  as  allowing  fishing  in  waters  of  the  Railway  Belt. 
VOL.  I — B§ 
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(b )  The  annual  fee  on  such  permit  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

(c)  One  Angler's  Permit  only  shall  be  issued  to  an  applicant.  Such  permit 
shall  not  be  transferable  and  can  be  legally  used  only  by  the  person  whose  name 
appears  thereon. 

(d )  A  Permittee  shall  be  required  to  carry  his  permit  with  him  when  fishing 
thereunder,  and  to  exhibit  the  permit  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  a  fishery 
officer  or  guardian. 

Sec.  2. — Angling. 

(a)  In  angling  or  in  trolling,  otherwise  than  for  commercial  purposes,  no  one 
shall  use  more  than  one  rod  with  one  line  attached  thereto,  or  one  line  held  in 
the  hand;  and  except  under  the  provisions  of  section  31  of  these  regulations, 
no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  steelhead,  or  cutthroat,  rainbow  or  dolly 
varden  trout  or  trout  of  any  kind  in  non-tidal  waters,  otherwise  than  by  angling. 

(b )  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  one  day  by  angling  or  trolling,  or 
by  both  means,  more  than  twenty-five  cutthroat,  rainbow  or  dolly  varden  trout, 
salmon  trout  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish,  or  of  the  different  species  named 
than  will  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  more  than  twenty-five  fish. 

(c)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  one  day  by  angling  in  the  waters 
of  the  mainland  west  of  the  121st  meridian  and  south  of  a  line  running  due 
.east  and  west  through  the  town  of  Clinton  more  than  three  steelhead. 

Sec.  3. — Abalone. 

(a )  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell  any  abalone  that  measures 
less  than  three  and  one-half  inches  across  the  shortest  diameter  of  the  shell. 

(b )  The  year  1926  and  every  third  year  thereafter,  shall  be  closed  years  for 
abalone  fishing. 

(c)  The  fee  for  an  abalone  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  4. — Bass. 

No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  bass  in  Christina  lake  or  Christina 
creek,  from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  tenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive. 

Sec.  5. — Clams. 

(a )  No  one  shall  retain,  buy  or  sell  any  clam  that  measures  less  than  one 
and  one-half  inches  across  the  longest  diameter  of  the  shell. 

(b )  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (c )  of  this  section,  in  Districts  Nos.  1 
and  2  no  one  shall  dig  or  take  clams  of  any  kind  during  June  and  July  of  each 
year. 

(c )  In  District  No.  2,  no  one  shall  dig  or  take  razor  clams  from  June 
twentieth  to  August  thirty-first,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

(d )  In  District  No.  3,  no  one  shall  dig  or  take  clams  of  any  kind  from  May 
first  to  September  thirtieth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Sec.  6.— Cod. 

(a )  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  so-called  cod,  embraced  in  the 
genus  sebastodes,  or  cultus  or  ling  cod  (Ophiodon  elongatus)  in  the  waters  of 
District  No.  1,  or  in  the  portion  of  the  waters  of  District  No.  3  that  is  on  the 
east  side  of  Vancouver  Island  during  January  and  February  of  each  year. 

(b)  No  one  shall  with  hook  and  line  fish  for  or  catch  in  any  part  of  the 
province  any  of  the  so-called  cod  named  in  this  section,  except  under  license 
from  the  Minister.    The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 
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Sec.  7. — Crabs. 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell  any  crab  that  measures 
less  than  six  and  one-half  inches  across  the  diameter  or  greatest  breadth  of  the 
shell. 

(b )  No  one  shall  fish  for,  kill  or  injure  any  soft-shell  or  egg  bearing  crab, 
and  any  such  crab  that  may  be  accidentally  caught  shall  be  immediately 
returned  alive  and  uninjured  to  the  waters  from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  person 
catching  it. 

(c)  A  licensee  shall  at  all  times,  when  engaged  in  fishing,  carry  his  license 
with  him,  and  shall,  on  demand  by  a  fishery  officer  or  guardian  produce  his 
license  to  such  fishery  officer  or  guardian. 

(d)  Each  line  of  crab  traps  shall  be  marked  with  a  floating  tag  or  buoy 
attached  to  each  end  of  the  line.  There  shall  be  legibly  painted  in  white  on  a 
black  ground  on  each  such  tag  or  buoy  the  initials  of  the  licensee,  and  the 
number  of  his  license. 

(e)  The  fee  for  a  crab  fishery  license  shall  be  one  dollar;  but  no  license 
shall  authorize  the  use  of  more  than  nine  hundred  traps. 

(f )  No  fisherman  shall  be  eligible  for  more  than  one  crab  fishery  license. 

(g )  In  Districts  Nos.  2  and  3,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell  any 
crab  from  June  fifteenth  to  August  thirty-first,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive 

Sec.  8. — Close  Season. 
See  under  classes  of  fish  and  weekly  close  times. 

Sec.  9. — Cull  Fish. 

All  halibut  and  other  deep-sea  fish  that  are  brought  to  the  port  of  Prince 
Ptupert  for  sale  there,  and  that  are  rejected  by  the  buyers  as  being  unsuitable 
as  to  size  or  quality  and  that  are  locally  known  as  "culls"  shall,  if  they  are 
subsequently  sold  for  any  purpose,  be  so  sold  only  with  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  the  owner. 

Sec.  10. — Districts. 
For  the  purposes  of  administration, — 

(a)  The  province  shall  be  divided  into  three  fisheries  districts,  viz.: — 
District  No.  1. — Embracing  that  portion  of  the  coast  of  the  mainland  from 

the  southern  boundary  line  northward  to  and  including  Howe  sound  and  all  the 
waters  tributary  to  this  portion  of  the  coast. 

_  District  No.  2. — Embracing  the  coast  and  waters  tributary  thereto,  of  the 
mainland  from  cape  Caution  northward  to  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  province, 
as  well  as  the  coasts  and  waters  of  the  islands  opposite  that  portion  of  the  main- 
land coast. 

District  No.  3. — Embracing  the  remainder  of  the  province. 

(b)  .  District  No.  3  shall  be  subdivided  as  follows: — 

West  Coast  Area. — Embracing  all  the  territorial  waters  of  British  Columbia 
on  the  West  coast  of  Vancouver  island  between  Beachy  head  on  the  south  and 
cape  Scott  on  the  north. 

East  Coast  Area. — Embracing  all  the  territorial  waters  of  British  Columbia 
between  the  east  coast  of  Vancouver  island  and  the  mainland,  from  Beachy 
head  at  the  south  end  of  Vancouver  island  to  an  imaginary  straight  line  drawn 
from  cape  Scott  to  cape  Caution  on  the  north,  except  those  portions  thereof  as 
are  specifically  exempted  elsewhere  in  these  regulations. 
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Sec.  11. — Export  of  Fish. 

(a)  No  sockeye  salmon  shall  be  exported  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
except  in  a  frozen,  canned,  salted,  smoked  or  cured  condition. 

(b )  The  export  of  fresh  herring  from  the  province  of  British  Columbia  is 
prohibited,  or  of  herring  that  have  been  preserved  in  salt  for  a  period  of  less 
than  four  days  of  twenty-four  hours  each,  or  of  herring  of  any  kind  intended 
for  curing,  canning  or  otherwise  preserving  or  converting  into  fish  meal,  fertilizer 
or  oil  outside  or  beyond  the  boundaries  of  Canada; 

Provided  always  that  fresh  herring,  taken  in  gill-nets  in  the  waters  of 
British  Columbia,  may  be  exported  in  a  fresh  unsalted,  condition  for  immediate 
consumption;  but  the  onus  of  proof  that  such  fish,  so  exported,  were  taken  with 
gill-nets,  shall  rest  on  the  possessor  or  possessors  of  such  fish;  provided  further 
that  fresh  or  frozen  herring  packed  in  boxes  containing  not  more  than  two 
hundred  pounds  may  be  exported. 

(c)  The  export  from  Canada  of  clams  in  a  raw  or  fresh  state  taken  in  the 
province  of  British  Columbia  is  prohibited,  except  when  they  are  shipped  in 
packages  each  containing  not  more  than  eighty  pounds  of  clams  in  the  shell. 

Sec.  12. — Fraser  River  Channel. 

No  net  shall  be  cast  or  allowed  to  drift  on  the  channel  side,  in  the  Fraser 
river,  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  line  of  buoys  between  the  lightship  at 
the  Sandheads  and  Steveston;  and  in  any  other  portion  of  the  channel  of  the 
river,  any  net  in  the  water  must  be  hauled  in  to  allow  passage  to  a  steamer, 
on  the  steamer  giving  notice  to  the  operator  of  such  net  by  four  sharp  whistles, 
of  the  necessity  for  such  net  being  hauled  in. 

Sec.  13. — Grayfish. 

The  fee  on  a  license  to  authorize  net  or  hook  and  line  fishing  for  grayfish 
shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  14. — Herring  or  Pilchard. 

(a)  (1)  The  use  of  nets,  other  than  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  drag-seines  or 
purse-seines  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  capture  of  herring  or  pilchard. 

(2)  The  length  of  drift-nets  or  gill-nets  shall  not  be  limited  except  when 
operated  in  a  harbour,  when  not  more  than  a  total  length  of  two  hundred 
fathoms  shall  be  operated  under  any  one  license. 

(3)  The  fee  on  a  herring  or  pilchard  drift-net  or  gill-net  license  shall  be 
one  dollar. 

(4)  A  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  fathoms 
in  length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  be  one  inch  extension  measure. 

(5)  The  fee  on  a  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(6)  A  herring  or  pilchard  purse-seine  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  fathoms 
in  length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  be  one  inch,  extension  measure. 

(7)  The  fee  on  a  herring  or  pilchard  purse-seine  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(b )  The  Chief  Inspector  shall  have  authority  to  prohibit  fishing  for  herring 
in  any  water  area  in  which  he  has  ascertained  that  herring  are  spawning. 

( c )  If  the  capitan  of  a  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  or  purse-seine  boat, 
that  is  being  used  in  operating  a  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  or  purse-seine, 
is  not  himself  the  licensee  of  the  said  drag-seine  or  purse-seine,  he  shall  require 
a  license  from  the  Minister  to  authorize  his  operation  of  the  said  drag-seine  or 
purse-seine;  and  no  one  other  than  a  British  subject  shall  be  eligible  for  such 
license.    The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(d)  In  Districts  Nos.  1  and  3  no  one  shall  fish  for  herring  or  pilchard  by  any 
means  from  noon  on  Saturday  of  each  week  to  noon  on  Sunday. 
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Sec.  15. — Leases  or  Licenses. 

a.  (1)  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  fishing  with  nets  or  other 
apparatus,  and  the  taking  of  abalone  or  crabs,  except  under  license  from  the 
Minister  is  prohibited;  and  in  salmon  fishing  no  one  shall  act  as  a  boat  puller 
or  be  otherwise  employed  in  a  boat  used  in  salmon  drifting,  or  as  a  helper,  or  in 
any  other  capacity  in  operating  a  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  that  is  being  used  in 
salmon  fishing  except  under  license  from  the  Minister. 

(2)  No  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person,  company  or  firm,  unless 
such  person  is  a  British  subject  resident  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia  or 
is  a  returned  soldier  who  has  served  in  His  Majesty's  Canadian  Navy  or  Army 
overseas,  or  is  a  bona  fide  settler  who  has  pre-empted  or  purchased  land,  or  to 
such  company  or  firm  unless  it  is  a  Canadian  company  or  firm  or  is  authorized 
by  the  Provincial  Government  to  do  business  in  the  province. 

(3)  No  gill-net  or  drift-net  license  shall  be  transferable,  except  by  special 
written  permission  obtained  from  the  Chief  Inspector  and  in  the  case  of  all  other 
licenses  except  by  permission  from  the  Minister. 

(4)  Before  a  trap-net,  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  fishery  license  shall  be 
granted  the  applicant  therefor  shall  make  a  statutory  declaration  setting  forth, — 

The  name  or  names  and  nationally  or  nationalities  of  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  trap-net,  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  or  of  the  person  or  persons  for  whose 
benefit  such  trap-net,  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  is  to  be  operated. 

b.  An  Indian  may,  at  any  time,  with  the  permission  of  the  Chief  Inspector, 
catch  fish  to  be  used  as  food  for  himself  and  his  family,  but  for  no  other  purpose. 
The  Chief  Inspector  shall  have  the  power  in  any  such  permit, — 

(1)  To  limit  or  fix  the  area  of  the  waters  in  which  such  fish  may  be  caught; 

(2)  To  limit  or  fix  the  means  by  which  or  the  manner  in  which  such  fish 
may  be  caught;  and 

(3)  To  limit  or  fix  the  time  in  which  such  permission  shall  be  operative.  An 
Indian  shall  not  fish  for  or  catch  fish  pursuant  to  the  said  permit  except  in  the 
waters,  by  the  means  or  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  limit  expressed  in 
the  said  permit,  and  any  fish  caught  pursuant  to  any  such  permit  shall  not  be 
sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  and  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  permit 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  violation  of  these  regulations. 

(4)  Proof  of  a  sale  or  of  a  disposition  by  any  other  means  by  an  Indian 
of  any  fish  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  fish  was  caught  by  the  said 
Indian,  and  that  it  was  caught  for  a  purpose  other  than  to  be  used  as  food  for 
himself  or  his  family,  and  shall  throw  on  the  Indian  the  onus  of  proving  that 
such  fish  was  not  caught  under  or  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  any  such  permit. 

(5)  No  Indian  shall  spear,  trap  or  pen  fish  on  their  spawning  grounds,  or 
in  any  place  leased  or  set  apart  for  the  natural  or  artificial  propagation  of  fish, 
or  in  any  other  place  otherwise  specially  reserved. 

(6)  Any  person  buying  any  fish  or  portion  of  any  fish,  caught  under  such 
permit  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  regulations,  and  any  person 
buying  any  fish  or  portion  of  any  fish  from  an  Indian,  which  fish  was  caught 
without  a  permit  in  an  area  for  which  permits  are  not  granted,  shall  be  guilty 
of  an  offence  against  these  regulations. 

(c  )  For  the  purposes  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  the  following  named  districts  shall 
be  taken  to  mean  and  include  the  areas  described  after  their  names : — 

Naas  River. — The  estuary  of  the  Naas  river,  as  well  as  Observatory  inlet, 
to  a  straight  line  drawn  across  it  at  a  point  five  miles  up  said  inlet  from  North 
point,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Naas  river,  as  well  as  Portland  inlet,  from  a  straight 
line  drawn  across  it  from  Tree  point,  on  Pearse  island,  to  Dogfish  bay,  on  the 
opposite  shore,  down  to  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  northern  side  of  the 
entrance  to  Big  bay  on  the  mainland,  to  the  most  northerly  point  on  Middle 
Dundas  island,  and  thence  northwardly  to  Whitby  point,  on  Dundas  island. 
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Skeena  River. — The  estuary  of  the  Skeena  river  and  adjacent  waters,  inside 
of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Ryan  point  on  the  mainland  to  the  most  southerly 
point  on  Melville  island;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  Reil  point  on  Stephens 
island;  thence  along  the  eastern  shore  of  Stephens  and  Prescott  islands  to  the 
western  side  of  Refuge  bay,  on  Porcher  island;  thence  around  the  eastern  shore 
of  said  island  to  Peninsular  point;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  Hill  point  on  Pitt 
island;  thence  easterly  to  fishing  boundary  marks  on  the  shore  of  the  mainland, 
that  will  be  placed  there  each  season  by  a  fishery  officer. 

Butedale. — Gardner's  canal. 

Bella  Coola. — North  Bentick  arm,  South  Ben  tick  arm  and  Burke  channel 
down  to  an  imaginary  straight  line  drawn  across  the  entrance  to  Burke  channel 
from  Edmund  point  in  a  northerly  direction  to  Walker  point. 

Dean  Channel. — Dean  channel  down  to  a  straight  line  drawn  in  a  south- 
easterly direction  from  Sunny  island  to  the  opposite  shore. 

Namu. — Fitzhugh  sound  from  a  straight  line  drawn  across  it  from  the  south 
end  of  Addenbrooke  island,  northwardly  to  a  straight  line  drawn  across  Fisher 
channel  from  Charlie  point  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  opposite  shore,  not 
including  Burke  channel. 

Rivers  inlet. — Rivers  inlet  and  adjacent  waters  between  a  straight  line 
drawn  due  west  from  Canoe  rocks,  and  one  drawn  eastwardly  from  Trueman 
point,  on  Calvert  island,  through  Hanbury  point  on  Addenbrooke  island,  to 
fishing  boundary  marks  on  the  mainland  shore  that  will  be  placed  there  each 
season  by  a  fishery  officer. 

Smith  inlet. — Smith  inlet  and  Smith  sound  and  adjacent  waters,  between 
straight  lines  drawn  due  west  from  Canoe  rocks  and  cape  Caution. 

( d )  A  licensee  shall,  at  all  times,  when  engaged  in  fishing,  carry  his  license 
with  him,  and  shall,  on  demand,  by  a  fishery  officer  or  fishery  guardian,  produce 
his  license  to  such  fishery  officer  or  fishery  guardian. 

(e)  The  Chief  Inspector  is  hereby  empowered  to  cancel  a  fishery  license 
forthwith  for  a  violation  of  the  regulations  or  condition  of  the  license  by  the 
licensee  or  by  his  representative  who  may  be  operating  under  such  license  for 
him. 

Sec.  16. — Cannery  License  Requirements. 

Before  any  cannery  license  shall  be  granted  the  applicant  therefor  shall  make 
a  statutory  declaration  setting  forth,  in  the  case  of  an  existing  cannery,  if  it 
is  owned  by  a  company  or  firm,  the  name  of  such  company  or  firm,  whether  it 
is  a  Canadian  company  or  firm,  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  province,  or  if 
not  owned  by  a  company  or  firm,  the  name  or  names  and  nationality  or 
nationalities  of  the  actual  owner  or  owners  of  such  cannery,  and  in  the  case  of 
a  new  cannery,  if  it  will  be  owned  by  a  company  or  firm,  the  name  of  such 
company  or  firm  and  whether  it  is  a  Canadian  company  or  firm  licensed  to 
clo  business  in  the  province,  or  if  it  will  not  be  owned  by  a  company  or  firm, 
the  name  or  names  and  nationality  or  nationalities  of  the  person  or  persons 
who  will  own  such  cannery,  and  that  in  either  case  the  applicant  or  applicants 
have  the  necessary  capital  to  erect  and  operate  such  cannery. 

Sec.  17. — Marking  of  Boats  and  Nets. 

(a)  All  nets  and  fishing  boats,  except  such  as  are  being  used  in  seining 
operations,  shall  bear  numbers  corresponding  with  those  of  the  licenses  under 
which  they  are  operated,  and  each  boat  shall  have  the  initials  of  the  licensee 
and  the  number  of  his  license  painted  on  both  sides  of  the  bow  (on  the  boat 
itself  and  not  on  anything  affixed  thereto,  so  as  to  permit  it  being  removed 
from  the  boat)  in  black  on  a  white  ground,  the  figures  and  letters  to  be  not 
less  than  six  inches  in  height,  and  each  net  shall  have  its  number  and  the  initials 
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of  its  licensee  legibly  marked  on  buoys  of  wood  or  metal,  painted  white,  and 
floating  in  the  water  attached  to  each  end  of  the  net,  and  such  numbers  and 
initials  shall  be  permanently  kept  on  such  boats  and  nets  throughout  the  fishing 
season,  and  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  be  visible  without  taking  up  the  nets,  and 
any  boat  or  net  used  without  such  marks  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and  confisca- 
tion. Also  on  each  net  buoy  shall  be  placed  a  flag  the  top  of  which  shall  be  at 
least  three  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  water.  The  dimensions  of  such  flag 
shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen  inches  broad  by  twenty-two  inches  long. 

(b )  No  licensee  shall  have  the  number  of  his  license  on  more  than  one  boat 
at  the  same  time. 

Sec.  18. — Other  Fish. 

The  annual  fee  for  a  license  for  gill-nets  or  drift-nets,  for  catching  all  kinds 
of  fish  other  than  those  named  in  these  regulations,  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  19. — Oysters. 

Except  from  areas  leased  by  the  provincial  authorities  for  the  culture  and 
cultivation  of  oysters,  no  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  oysters  during  the  months 
of  May,  June,  July  and  August  in  each  year. 

Sec.  20. — Pilchard. 

(See  "Herring".) 

Sec.  21. — Prohibitions. 

(a)  No  salmon  gill-net  or  drift-net  shall  be  cast  from  a  boat  nearer  than 
one  hundred  yards  in  front  of  one  already  in  the  water. 

(b )  No  sunk  salmon  nets  shall  be  used  in  salmon  rivers,  or  in  the  estuaries 
or  approaches  to  such  rivers. 

(c)  No  one  shall  use  or  operate  more  than  one  net  under  any  net  license. 

( d )  No  one,  other  than  the  licensee,  shall  use  or  operate  a  gill-net. 

(e )  No  nets  of  any  kind  shall  be  so  used  as  to  enclose  any  bay,  cove,  creek 
or  inlet;  and  in  all  cases  one-third  of  the  width  of  such  bay,  cove,  creek  or  inlet 
shall  remain  open  and  unobstructed  for  the  passage  of  fish. 

(f )  No  salmon  purse-seine  shall  be  used  in  any  harbour,  nor  in  an  area 
specified  by  the  Chief  Inspector. 

(g)  No  fishing  boat  shall  carry  a  greater  length  of  net  than  that  permitted 
by  the  license  of  the  licensee  in  charge  thereof,  provided  that  if  a  licensee,  when 
engaging  in  fishing,  finds  a  net,  he  may  take  it  into  his  boat,  but  he  shall  deliver 
it  to  the  first  fisheries  patrol  boat  that  may  visit  him,  or  at  the  cannery  in 
connection  with  which  he  is  fishing,  should  he  visit  such  cannery  before  the 
arrival  of  a  fisheries  patrol  boat.  In  either  instance  he  shall  procure  a  receipt 
for  the  net  on  delivering  it. 

(h)  The  use  of  bare,  unbaited  hooks  or  grapnels  (cross  lines)  for  the  taking 
of  sturgeon  is  prohibited. 

(i)  The  export  of  certain  kinds  of  fish  is  prohibited.    See  Section  11. 

(j)  The  introduction  of  non-indigenous  or  non-native  fish  alive  into  the 
waters  of  British  Columbia,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Minister,  is 
prohibited. 

(k  )  (1)  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets  in  Saanish  arm,  Vancouver  island,  inside 
of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Hatch  point  to  James  point,  nor,  except  with  hook 
and  line  for  gray  fish,  shall  anyone  fish  with  any  implements  in  the  said  waters 
for  commercial  purposes. 

(2)  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets,  nor  for  commercial  purposes  with  any 
apparatus  in  Cowichan  bay  or  river  or  in  the  portion  of  the  Satelite  channel 
that  is  inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  cape  Keppel  to  James  point,  pro- 
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vided  that  during  the  period  that  chum  salmon  are  running,  fishing  with  nets 
for  such  salmon  may  be  permitted  in  Satellite  channel  and  adjacent  waters  up 
to  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Cherry  point  to  Separation  point  and  to  one  drawn 
from  Separation  point  to  Musgrave  point;  provided  further  that  the  Chief 
Inspector  may  grant  free  permits  to  Indians  resident  in  the  Indian  reserve 
adjacent  to  Cowichan  river,  which  will  authorize  them  to  use  salmon  gill-nets  or 
drift-nets  in  this  bay  during  the  time  that  chum  salmon  are  therein,  for  the 
capture  of  chum  salmon  for  food  for  themselves  and  their  families,  but  not  for 
trade  or  barter. 

Also  no  one  shall  fish  with  nets  or  live  bait  in  that  portion  of  Sansum  nar- 
rows, including  Maple  bay  and  Burgoyne  bay,  from  a  straight  line  drawn  from 
Bare  point  lighthouse  to  a  point  about  half  a  mile  northeast  of  Erskine  point, 
which  point  is  marked  with  a  fishing  boundary  sign,  to  one  drawn  from  Separa- 
tion point  to  Musgrave  point;  provided  that  net  fishing  for  chum  salmon  may 
be  permitted  in  that  portion  of  this  area  that  is  northward  of  a  straight  line 
drawn  from  Graves  point  to  Erskine  point  during  the  time  that  these  fish  are 
running  therein. 

(I )  (1)  The  retention  of  live  fish  in  crates  or  other  enclosures  is  pro- 
hibited in, — 

1.  Vancouver  harbour,  including  all  bays  and  inlets  thereof,  eastward 

of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  point  Gray  to  point  Atkinson; 

2.  Victoria  harbour  inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Macaulay 

point  to  Clover  point,  and  including  Victoria  arm  and  The  Inlet 

(2)  The  Chief  Inspector  may  prohibit  the  retention  of  live  fish  in  crates  or 
other  enclosures  in  any  area  where  he  finds  the  conditions  are  not  suitable  for  the 
retention  of  fish. 

(m )  The  use  of  torches,  or  of  artificial  lights  of  any  kind,  or  of  spears,  jigs, 
or  snares  in  the  capture  of  salmon  or  trout  of  any  kind,  or  of  steelhead,  is  pro- 
hibited. 

(n)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  of  these  regulations,  no  Indian  or 
other  person  shall  send,  ship,  bring  or  carry,  or  cause  to  be  sent,  shipped,  brought 
or  carried,  any  sockeye,  spring  or  quinnat,  coho,  pink  or  chum  salmon  which  has 
been  caught,  taken  or  removed  above  a  tidal  boundary,  to  any  place  below  such 
boundary;  provided  that  when  such  salmon  is  in  a  cured  condition,  an  Indian 
may  bring  below  such  boundary  such  quantity  thereof  as  he  and  his  family  may 
require  for  their  actual  food  purposes,  but  not  for  sale  or  barter. 

(o  )  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets  of  any  kind  above  the  rapids  at  the  entrance 
to  Wyclese  lake,  which  is  tributary  to  Smith  inlet. 

( p )  No  one  shall  fish  with  gill-nets  in  Quashela  creek,  nor  in  the  entrance 
thereof  above  a  straight  line  drawn  from  a  white  flag  on  Tenas  island  to  the 
southwestern  side  of  the  entrance  to  Quashela  creek;  thence  across  the  entrance 
to  the  said  Quashela  creek  to  a  white  flag  placed  on  the  south  shore  of  Smith 
inlet  about  four  hundred  yards  eastward  of  the  eastern  side  of  the  entrance  to 
the  said  Quashela  creek.  The  said  white  flag  shall  be  placed  in  position  by  a 
fishery  officer  before  the  beginning  of  each  fishing  season. 

(q)  (1)  The  minimun  distance  seaward  from  the  mouth  of  any  creek  or 
stream  at  which  a  salmon  draw-seine  or  purse-seine  may  be  operated,  may  be 
determined  by  the  Chief  Inspector,  and  no  such  drag-seine  or  purse-seine  shall 
be  operated  above  such  line. 

(2)  In  instances  where  the  distance  is  not  fixed  by  the  Chief  Inspector,  the 
minimum  distance  seaward  from  the  mouth  of  a  creek  or  stream  at  which  a 
salmon  drag-seine  or  purse-seine  may  be  operated  shall  be  two  hundred  yards, 
and  no  such  drag-seine  or  purse-seine  shall  be  operated  above  such  line. 

(3)  Except  in  the  Fraser,  Nimpkish,  Skeena  and  Naas  rivers,  salmon  shall 
not  be  fished  for  with  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  in  any  stream  or  creek  up  which 
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salmon  ascend  to  areas  on  which  they  spawn,  or  within  two  hundred  yards 
seaward  from  the  mouth  thereof. 

(r )  In  operating  a  salmon  purse-seine  the  net  may  not  be  transferred  from 
the  purse-seine  boat  proper  to  one  or  more  smaller  boats  to  be  cast  for  fishing 
from  such  smaller  boat  or  boats,  but  it  must  be  so  cast  directly  from  the  purse- 
seine  boat  proper;  but  the  use  of  a  row-boat  or  power  boat  to  assist  the  purse- 
seine  boat  proper  in  casting  the  purse-seine  for  fishing  is  permissible. 

(s)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  Little  Redfish  (Kokanee)  in  any 
creek  or  stream  up  which  these  fish  ascend  to  spawn. 

(t )  No  one  shall  buy,  sell  or  expose  for  sale  any  salmon  that  weighs  less 
than  three  pounds  undressed. 

(u )  No  one  shall  use  a  drag-seine  or  purse-seine  in  herring  fishing  or  fishing 
of  any  kind  in  Nanaimo  harbour  or  Departure  bay. 

Sec.  22. — Prohibited  Areas. 

(a )  Fishing  by  means  of  nets  of  any  kind  or  description  is  prohibited  in, — 

(1)  The  waters  of  Victoria  harbour,  inside  of  an  imaginary  line  drawn 
from  Macaulay  point  to  Clover  point,  and  embracing  all  the  waters  of  the 
harbour  to  Victoria  arm  and  including  The  Inlet.  ^ 

(2)  In  that  portion  of  the  Fraser  river  from  a  point  at  the  tunnel  board, 
marked  with  a  fishing  boundary  sign,  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  Fraser  river, 
in  the  vicinity  of  Hell's  Gate  canyon,  approximately  one  thousand  feet  from  the 
eastern  entrance  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  tunnel  to  a  point  approxi- 
mately two  hundred  yards  west  of  the  mouth  of  Williams  creek,  which  is  about 
one-quarter  mile  below  west  of  Hell's  Gate  canyon,  which  point  is  marked  with 
a  fishing  boundary  sign.  Any  person  fishing  by  any  means  whatever  in  this 
portion  of  the  Fraser  river  will  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries 
Act. 

(3)  In  Ucluelet  arm,  Barclay  sound  for  herring. 

Sec.  23. — Smelt  and  Sardines. 

(a)  The  use  of  nets  other  than  gill-nets,  or  drift-nets,  drag-nets  or  purse- 
seines  for  the  catching  of  smelts  or  sardines  is  prohibited. 

(b )  The  mesh  of  a  smelt  or  sardine  drift-net  or  gill-net  shall  not  be  less 
than  one  inch  extension  measure  when  in  use. 

(c)  The  fee  for  a  smelt  or  sardine  gill-net  or  drift-net  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(d)  The  mesh  of  a  smelt  or  sardine  drag-seine  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
inch,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

(e )  The  fee  for  a  smelt  or  sardine  drag-seine  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(f)  A  smelt  or  sardine  purse-seine  shall  not  be  more  than  fifty  fathoms 
in  length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  one  inch,  extension  measure, 
when  in  use. 

(g)  The  fee  for  a  smelt  or  sardine  purse-seine  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  24. — Salmon. 

(a)  The  use  of  nets  other  than  drift-nets  or  gill-nets,  set-nets,  drag-seines, 
purse-seines  and  trap-nets  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  capture  of  salmon. 

(b)  (1)  A  gill-net  or  drift-net  for  taking  salmon  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
and  fifty  fathoms  in  length  and  the  depth  or  vertical  breadth  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  sixty  meshes  and  the  size  of  the  mesh  shall  not  be  less  than  six  and 
one-half  inches,  extension  measure;  but  in  sockeye  salmon  nets  the  size  of 
the  mesh  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  three-quarter  inches,  extension  measure, 
except  at  Uchucklesit  harbour,  Clo-oose  and  Nimkish  river,  where  the  mesh 
of  sockeye  nets  may  be  not  less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches,  extension 
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measure;  and  nothing  shall  be  done  in  either  instance  practically  to  diminish 
the  size  of  the  mesh ;  provided  that  in  the  waters  north  of  the  fifty-first  parallel 
of  north  latitude  salmon  drift-nets  or  gill-nets  of  a  length  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  fathoms  may  be  used,  but  the  depth  or  vertical  breadth  thereof  shall 
not  exceed  fifty  meshes;  provided  that  the  Minister  may  authorize  the  use 
of  longer  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  for  catching  salmon  on  the  west  coast  of  Vancouver 
island. 

(2)  Set-nets  shall  be  confined  to  the  Serpentine  and  Nicomekl  rivers  in 
District  No.  1,  and  to  the  capture  of  coho  salmon,  and  the  conditions  under 
which  they  may  be  used  shall  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Chief 
Inspector. 

(3)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  drift-net  or  gill-net  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(4)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  gill-net  boat  puller,  engineer,  or  assistant  license 
shall  be  one  dollar. 

(c  )  (1)  A  salmon  drag-seine  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  fathoms  in  length, 
and  one  hundred  and  eighty  meshes  in  depth,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be 
less  than  three  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

(2)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  drag-seine  license  shall  be  twenty  dollars. 

(d)  (1)  A  salmon  purse-seine  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  fathoms  in 
length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches;  extension  mea- 
sure. No  lead  or  additional  piece  of  net  shall  be  used  with  or  attached  to  a 
salmon  purse-seine  when  it  is  being  used  in  fishing. 

(2)  No  license  shall  be  issued  to  authorize  the  use  of  a  salmon  purse-seine 
in  any  harbour,  or  any  reserved  area  specified  by  the  Chief  Inspector. 

(3)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  purse-seine  license  shall  be  twenty  dollars. 

(4)  If  the  captain  of  a  salmon  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  boat,  that  is  being 
used  in  operating  a  salmon  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  is  not  himself  the  licensee 
of  the  said  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  he  shall  require  a  license  from  the  Minister 
to  authorize  his  operation  of  the  said  purse-seine  or  drag-seine,  and  no  other 
than  a  British  subject  shall  be  eligible  for  such  license.  The  fee  for  such  operating 
license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(e)  (1)  A  salmon  trap-net  shall  be  located  on  a  definite  site,  specified  in  the 
license,  and  shall  be  at  least  four  hundred  fathoms  distant  from  the  nearest 
adjacent  trap-net.  The  mesh  of  such  trap-net  shall  not  be  less  than  six  inches, 
extension  mesure,  in  the  leader  or  lead,  nor  than  two  inches,  extension  measure, 
in  the  heart,  crib  or  pot.    A  salmon  trap-net  may  be  either  staked  or  floating. 

(2)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  trap-net,  either  staked  or  floating,  shall  be  fifty 
dollars. 

(3)  The  operations  of  a  trap-net  for  the  capture  of  salmon  other  than  sockeye 
salmon  shall  not  be  begun  in  any  season  before  a  date  specified  in  writing  for 
that  season  by  the  Chief  Inspector;  but  should  it  be  found  at  any  time  after 
operation  is  permitted  that  sockeye  salmon  compose  more  than  ten  per  cent 
of  the  total  catch,  the  trap  shall  forthwith  be  closed  to  the  entrance  of  fish  and 
shall  remain  closed  until  the  District  Inspector  of  Fisheries  or  the  local  fishery 
officer  finds  that  the  sockeye  run  has  passed,  and  gives  permission  in  writing  for 
again  operating  the  trap . 

(f )  No  one,  other  than  a  British  subject,  actually  resident  on  either  side  of 
the  Fraser  river,  above,  that  is  east  of  the  New  Westminster  bridge,  shall  be 
eligible  for  a  license  to  fish  for  sockeye  salmon  in  that  portion  of  the  Fraser 
river  above,  that  is  east  of  the  New  Westminster  bridge,  and  no  sockeye  salmon 
fishing  shall  be  carried  on  in  such  portion  of  the  river  except  under  a  special 
license  which  shall  have  conspicuously  stamped  across  its  face  the  words  "This 
license  shall  be  valid  between  New  Westminster  bridge  and  Mission  bridge." 
Fishing  under  this  license  shall  not  be  conducted  in  any  other  portion  of  the 
river  than  that  specified. 
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(g)  (1)  No  one  shall  fish  for  salmon  for  commercial  purposes  by  means  of 
trolling,  except  under  license  from  the  Minister.  Each  person  in  a  boat  that 
is  being  used  in  trolling  for  salmon  shall  be  required  to  have  a  license. 

(2)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  trolling  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

CLOSE  SEASON  FOR  SALMON. 

(h )  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  sockeye  salmon  from  the  first  of  October 
in  each  year  to  the  thirtieth  of  June  following,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in 
that  portion  of  British  Columbia  north  of  48-30  parallel  of  north  latitude  on 
the  west  coast  of  Vancouver  island  and  north  of  49-30  parallel  in  the  strait  of 
Georgia,  and  in  the  waters  north  thereof,  where  the  close  season  for  sockeye 
salmon  shall  be  from  the  first  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  nineteenth  of  June 
following,  both  days  inclusive,  and  during  such  close  time  no  salmon  purse- 
seine,  drag-seine  or  trap-net,  or  no  salmon  gill-net  or  drift-net  having  meshes 
of  less  than  six  and  one-half  inches,  extension  measure,  shall  be  used  in  fishing 
for  or  catching  sockeye  salmon;  provided  that  the  Chief  Inspector  may  prohibit 
the  use  in  any  area  of  salmon  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  having  meshes  of  less  than 
six  and  one-half  inches,  extension  measure,  at  an  earlier  date  than  October 
first,  should  he  find  that  any  of  the  species  of  salmon  being  caught  in  such  nets 
in  such  area  have  so  far  advanced  toward  spawning  as  not  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  for  food. 

Provided  further  that  in  the  Nimpkish  river  area  and  in  Nitinat  lake, 
Vancouver  island,  sockeye  salmon  fishing  may  begin  on  June  first  in  each  year. 

(i)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  salmon  from  the  first  to 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  and  during 
this  close  time  no  salmon  nets  of  any  kind  may  be  placed  in  the  water;  pro- 
vided that  the  Chief  Inspector  may  prohibit  fishing  for  coho,  pink  or  chum 
salmon  in  any  area  at  an  earlier  date  than  the  beginning  of  the  close  time 
specified  herein,  should  he  find  that  any  one  or  more  of  these  species  of  salmon 
in  such  area  has  so  far  advanced  towards  spawning  as  not  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  for  food;  provided  also  that  the  Chief  Inspector  may  authorize  fishing 
for  steelhead  and  spring  salmon  or  quinnat  in  any  area  before  the  expiry  of 
the  close  time  therefor,  if  he  has  found  that  the  pink  and  chum  salmon  and  a 
sufficient  proportion  of  coho  salmon  have  passed  up  to  the  spawning  grounds 
to  seed  them  adequately. 

SIZE  LIMIT  FOR  SALMON. 

(j )  No  salmon  under  three  pounds  in  weight  shall  be  taken  by  means  of 
nets,  and  if  taken  shall  be  returned  to  the  water  alive,  and  uninjured,  at  the 
place  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

Sec.  25. — Sturgeon. 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  sturgeon  otherwise  than  by  angling 
or  with  gill-nets  or  drift-nets. 

(1)  A  sturgeon  gill-net  or  drift-net  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty 
fathoms  in  length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches 
extension  measure. 

(2)  The  fee  for  a  sturgeon  gill-net  or  drift-net  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

( b )  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  have  in  possession  any  sturgeon  that 
will  measure  less  than  three  feet  in  length,  measuring  from  the  point  of  the  nose 
to  the  tip  of  the  tail,  and  if  any  such  sturgeon  is  taken  inadvertently,  it  shall 
be  liberated  alive  and  uninjured  at  the  place  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catch- 
ing it. 
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Sec.  26.— Trout. 

(a)  In  the  waters  of  the  mainland  west  of  the  121st  meridian  and  south  of 
a  line  running  due  east  and  west  through  the  town  of  Clinton  no  one  shall  fish 
for,  catch  or  kill  any  rainbow  or  cutthroat  trout  from  the  first  day  of  December 
in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive.  Except 
as  provided  otherwise  in  this  section  there  shall  be  no  closed  time  in  these  waters 
for  dolly  varden  trout  or  for  other  char  or  for  steelhead. 

In  the  waters  of  the  mainland  east  of  the  121st  meridian  and  in  that  por- 
tion of  the  mainland  lying  north  of  a  line  running  due  east  and  west  through 
the  town  of  Clinton  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind  from 
the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each  year  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  March 
following,  both  days  inclusive;  provided,  however,  that, — 

(1)  These  closed  seasons  shall  not  apply  to  Seton  or  Anderson  lake  or  to 
waters  tributary  thereto; 

(2)  These  closed  seasons  shall  not  apply  to  dolly  varden  trout  or  kokanee 
(little  redfish)  caught  in  Kamloops,  Okanagan,  Shuswap,  Arrow,  or  Kootenay 
lakes  or  waters  tributary  thereto; 

(3)  In  the  Kootenay  river  between  Grohman  creek  and  Castlegar  the 
closed  time  for  all  varieties  of  trout  shall  be  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September 
in  each  year  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  March  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(4)  In  the  electoral  districts  of  Columbia,  Fernie  and  Cranbrook,  no  one 
shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  variety  of  trout  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  November 
in  each  year  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

Provided  that  fishing  for  trout  in  Premier  and  Horseshoe  lakes  may  be 
conducted  from  April  fifteenth  to  November  fourteenth  following,  both  days 
inclusive; 

Provided  further  that  in  Summit  creek,  Creston  District,  the  close  season 
for  trout  of  all  kinds  shall  be  from  November  fifteenth,  in  each  year,  to  June 
thirtieth  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(5)  In  Six  Mile  and  Cottonwood  lakes,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
trout  of  any  variety  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each  year  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  March  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(6)  In  Big  Sheep  and  Little  Sheep  creeks,  and  Violin  lake,  no  one  shall 
fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind  from  September  fifteenth  to  November 
fourteenth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

(7)  In  the  non-tidal  waters  of  Vancouver  island  and  of  the  islands  adjacent 
thereto,  and  of  those  between  Vancouver  island  and  the  mainland,  no  one  shall 
fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  to 
the  last  day  of  February,  both  days  inclusive;  provided  that  for  steelhead  the 
close  time  shall  be  from  March  twentieth  to  November  thirtieth  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive;  provided  further  that  steelhead  may  be  taken  by  angling 
in  the  non-tidal  waters  of  Vancouver  island  from  November  fifteenth  in  each 
year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(8)  In  the  Serpentine,  Nicomekl,  Campbell  and  Salmon  rivers,  and  their 
tributaries,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind,  including  char 
and  steelhead,  from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  July  in  each 
year,  both  days  inclusive. 

(9)  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Fisheries  may  at  any  time  prohibit  all  trout 
fishing  in  any  lake  or  stream  for  such  time  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
protection  of  the  trout  therein. 

(b)  Fishing  by  any  means  in  Little  Pinantan  lake,  Hyas  (Long)  lake,  Pem- 
berton  lake,  Beaver  lake  and  Bridge  lake,  all  in  the  Kamloops  district,  is  pro- 
hibited, as  these  lakes  are  set  apart  for  the  natural  propagation  of  fish. 

(c)  (1)  No  trout  of  any  kind  under  eight  inches  in  length  shall  be  taken 
from  the  water,  and  if  caught  shall  be  immediately  returned  to  the  water  alive 
and  uninjured. 
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(2)  No  trout  under  three  pounds  in  weight  shall  be  bought,  sold  or  exposed 
for  sale  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia,  nor  shall  any  trout  be  bought, 
sold  or  exposed  for  sale  in  British  Columbia  during  the  close  season  provided 
therefor. 

(d)  Except  as  provided  in  section  31  of  these  regulations,  fishing  for  trout 
through  the  ice  in  any  of  the  lakes  or  streams  in  British  Columbia  is  prohibited. 

(e)  In  fishing  for  or  catching  trout  in  the  waters  and  tributaries  thereto  of 
Cowichan  lake,  Cowichan  river,  Koksilah  river  and  Chemainus  river,  Sproat 
lake,  Sproat  river,  Great  Central  lake,  Stamp  river  and  Somass  river,  the  use 
of  fish  roe  of  any  kind,  or  of  any  compound  of  fish  roe  and  oil  or  other  sub- 
stances is  prohibited. 

(f )  In  Boundary  creek  and  its  tributaries,  including  Eliot,  Boulder,  Lost  and 
Wallace  creeks,  and  their  tributaries,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  oaten  or  kill  trout  of 
any  kind  from  April  thirtieth,  1925,  to  April  thirtieth,  1927,  both  days  inclusive. 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  breeding  or  rearing 
of  trout  of  any  kind  by  private  enterprise  for  commercial  purposes,  and  provided 
further  that  no  one  shall  engage  in  the  breeding  or  rearing  of  trout  for  commer- 
cial purposes  except  under  permit  from  the  Minister,  and  under  rules  that  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Minister. 

Sec.  27. — Tidal  Boundaries. 

The  tidal  boundary  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fisheries  Act  in  the  Fraser  river 
shall  be  a  line  across  the  river  coinciding  with  Mission  bridge. 

Sec.  28— Trawl-Net. 

The  mesh  of  the  net  in  an  otter  or  beam-trawl  used  for  catching  soles  and 
flounders  shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

Sec.  29. — Weekly  Close  Times. 

(a)  In  Districts  Nos.  1  and  3  no  one  shall  fish  for  salmon,  otherwise  than  by 
trolling,  from  Saturday  at  six  a.m.  in  each  week,  to  Monday  at  six  a.m.  follow- 
ing; provided  that  in  the  portion  of  the  Fraser  river  above  New  Westminster 
bridge,  no  one  shall  fish  for  salmon  by  any  means  from  Saturday  at  six  p.m.  in 
each  week  to  Monday  at  six  p.m.  following. 

(b )  In  District  No.  2,  no  one  shall  fish  for  salmon,  otherwise  than  by  trol- 
ing,  from  Friday  at  six  p.m.  in  each  week  to  Sunday  at  six  p.m.  following 

(c)  During  the  weekly  close  time  for  trap-net  fishing  each  trap-net  shall  be 
closed  by  an  apron  placed  across  the  outer  entrance  to  the  heart  of  the  trap, 
which  apron  shall  extend  from  the  surface  to  the  bottom  of  the  water  and  shall 
be  securely  connected  to  the  piles  on  either  side  of  the  heart  of  the  trap-net, 
fastened  by  rings  not  more  than  two  feet  apart  on  taut  wires  stretched  from 
the  top  to  the  bottom  of  the  piles,  and  such  apron,  or  the  appliance  by  which 
it  is  raised  and  lowered,  shall  be  provided  with  a  signal  or  flag,  which  shall 
disclose  whether  the  trap-net  is  closed  and  which  shall  be  of  the  form  and 
character  approved  by  the  Chief  Inspector;  provided  that  in  addition  to  the 
foregoing  requirement  such  trap-net  shall  be  equipped  with  a  V-shaped  open- 
ing, to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Chief  Inspector,  in  the  lead  of  such  trap-net 
next  to  the  entrance  to  the  heart  and  immediately  adjacent  to  the  apron,  of  at 
least  ten  feet  in  width  at  the  top  and  extending  below  the  surface  at  least  four 
feet  below  low  water,  which  V-shaped  opening  shall  remain  open  and  unob- 
structed during  the  full  period  of  each  weekly  close  time  or  annual  close  season. 
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Sec.  30. — Weekly  Close  Time  May  be  Added  to. 

(a)  The  local  fishery  officer  may  stop  all  salmon  fishing  by  purse-seines  or 
drag-seines  in  any  portion  of  his  district,  for  such  time  or  from  time  to  time  in 
addition  to  the  weekly  close  time  as  he  deems  necessary  to  enable  sufficient 
salmon  to  pass  to  assure  adequate  seeding  of  the  spawning  grounds  adjacent 
thereto. 

(b )  If  the  local  fishery  officer  for  any  area  finds  that  sufficient  salmon  are 
not  passing  beyond  the  nets  in  such  area  to  sufficiently  seed  the  spawning 
grounds  adjacent  thereto,  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  and  enforce  such 
longer  close  time  any  week,  or  from  week  to  week  in  such  area  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  for  such  purpose. 

Sec.  31. — Net  Fishing  in  Certain  Non-Tidal  Waters. 

(a )  Fishing  with  nets  in  non-tidal  waters,  outside  the  Railway  Belt,  specified 
in  this  section  is  permissible  under  license  from  the  Provincial  Commissioner  of 
Fisheries. 

(b )  Net  fishing  in  such  waters  shall  be  confined  to  the  use  of  gill-nets  and 

drag-seines. 

(c )  In  the  freshwater  lakes  of  the  Fort  George,  Omineca  and  Cariboo  dis- 
tricts, and  in  Atlin,  Teslin,  Gladys,  Bennett,  Tagish,  Surprise  and  Tutshi  lakes 
in  the  Atlin  district,  gill-nets  may  be  authorized  for  the  capture  of  whitefish, 
char,  and  lake  trout,  and  fish  of  all  other  species  except  salmon  and  sturgeon; 
provided  that  in  any  of  the  said  lakes  that  are  less  than  four  miles  in  length, 
no  nets  shall  be  used;  and  provided  further  that  gill-nets  may  be  used  in  Babine, 
Fraser,  Stuart  and  Francois  lakes,  and  in  the  Nechaco  and  Stuart  rivers,  and 
that  portion  of  the  Fraser  river  between  Prince  George  and  the  head  of  naviga- 
tion for  the  capture  of  sturgeon  and  that  gill-nets  and  drag-seines  may  be  used 
for  the  capture  of  little  redfish,  or  so-called  Kokanee  in  Okanagan,  Arrow, 
Kootenay  and  Christina  lakes. 

(d)  A  gill-net  license  for  the  capture  of  fish  other  than  sturgeon  shall 
authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  yards  in  length  of  gill-net. 
The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches  extension  measure, 
when  in  use,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(e )  A  gill-net  license  for  the  capture  of  sturgeon  shall  authorize  the  use  of 
not  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  in  length  of  gill-net.  The  mesh 
of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use, 
and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

(f )  A  drag-seine  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  two  hun- 
dred yards  in  length  of  net.  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  two 
inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  one 
dollar. 

(g )  No  lake  trout  weighing  less  than  two  pounds  dressed  shall  be  retained 
out  of  the  water  nor  shall  be  bought,  sold  or  exposed  for  sale. 

(h)  The  use  of  gill-nets  in  any  lake  in  the  Fort  George,  Omineca,  and 
Cariboo  districts  is  prohibited  during  the  months  of  March,  and  April,  and  from 
the  first  day  of  July  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  both  days  inclusive,  in 
each  year. 

(i)  The  use  of  gill-nets  or  drag-seines  in  Okanagan,  Arrow  or  Kootenay  lake 
is  prohibited  from  the  first  day  of  January  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  August,  both 
days  inclusive,  in  each  year. 

(j)  The  weekly  close  time  for  gill-net  or  drag-seine  fishing  shall  be  from 
Sunday  at  six  o'clock  a.m.  to  Monday  noon,  during  which  time  no  nets  shall 
be  left  or  placed  in  any  of  the  waters  specified  in  this  section.

24.  (a)  Summer  fishing  in  Lesser  Slave  Lake  shall  be  permissible  from 
May  sixteenth  to  June  twenty-fifth,  both  days  inclusive,  and  from  August 
sixteenth  to  September  thirtieth,  both  days  inclusive. 

(b )  During  the  summer  fishing  season  not  more  than  six  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  pounds  of  whitefish,  dressed  weight,  shall  be  taken,  fished  for  or 
procured  in  Lesser  Slave  Lake,  under  fishermen's  or  commercial  licenses.  If 
this  total  quantity  of  dressed  whitefish  be  taken  before  September  thirtieth 
in  any  year  the  local  Fishery  Officer  shall  order  that  all  nets  fished  under  such 
licenses  be  forthwith  taken  out  of  the  water,  and  all  such  nets  not  removed 
immediately  following  such  order,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  order  by  September 
thirtieth,  shall  be  seized  and  confiscated,  and  the  licensees  will  be  liable  to  the 
penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

( c )  During  the  winter  fishing  season  fishing  shall  be  permissible  in  the 
following  areas  only: — 

(1)  Sawridge  Area, — inside  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  south  side 
of  the  mouth  of  Lesser  Slave  River  to  the  southeastern  end  of  Dog  Island; 
thence  along  the  southern  shore  of  the  said  Dog  Island  to  its  most  south- 
westerly point,  thence  in  a  straight  line  due  south  to  the  mainland. 

(2)  Auger  Bay  Area, — inside  a  straight  line  from  Nine  Mile  Point 
to  the  eastern  side  of  the  mouth  of  Swan  River. 

(3)  Wahpow  Area, — inside  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  west  side 
of  the  mouth  of  Swan  River  to  Wahpow  Point. 

(4)  Giroux  Bay  Area, — inside  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Spruce 
Point  to  the  mouth  of  Drift  Pile  River. 

(5)  Sucker  Creek  Area, — inside  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Shaw's 
Point  to  Little  Grassy  Point. 

The  mesh  of  nets  used  during  the  winter  fishery  shall  not  be  less  than  five 
and  one-half  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use.  Also  lines  having  not 
more  than  two  hundred  baited  hooks  each  may  be  permitted.

not  including  Cross  lake  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  pounds, 
dressed  weight,  in  any  one  year,  and  in  the  portion  of  the  said  Nelson  river 
and  its  lake  expansions  above  and  including  Cross  lake,  the  total  amount 
of  sturgeon  that  may  be  taken  for  commercial  purposes  shall  not  exceed 
forty  thousand  pounds,  dressed  weight,  in  any  one  year,  and  in  Cumberland 
and  Namew  lakes  and  other  lake  expansions  of  the  Big  Saskatchewan  river, 
the  quantity  of  sturgeon  that  shall  be  taken  for  commercial  purposes  shall 
not  exceed  sixty-five  thousand  pounds,  dressed  weight  in  any  one  year. 
If  in  any  one  of  the  instances  named  in  the  total  quantity  of  sturgeon 
specified  is  taken  before  the  fishing  season  expires,  the  fishery  officer  for  the 
district  shall  forthwith  order  that  all  sturgeon  nets  and  hooks  be  taken  out 
of  the  waters  affected,  and  all  nets  or  hooks  not  removed  immediately 
following  such  order,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  order  on  October  fifteenth, 
will  be  seized  and  confiscated  and  the  licensee  will  be  liable  to  the  penalties 
provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act.

MIGRATORY  BIRD  REGULATIONS. 

1.  In  these  Regulations,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: — 

(a)  "migratory  game  birds"  means  the  following: 

Anatidae  or  waterfowl,  including  brant,  wild  duck,  geese  and  swans; 
Gruidae  or  cranes,  including  little  brown,  sandhill  and  whooping  cranes; 
Rallidae  or  rails,  including  coots,  gallinules  and  sora  and  other  rails; 

Limicolae  or  shorebirds,  including  avocets,  curlew,  dowitchers,  godwits,  knots,  oyster-catchers, 
phalaropes,  plovers,  sandpipers,  snipe,  stilts,  surf-birds,  turnstones,  willet,  woodcock  and 
yellow-legs; 

Columbidae  or  pigeons,  including  doves  and  wild  pigeons; 

(b)  "migratory  insectivorous  birds"  means  the  following: 

Bobolinks,  catbirds,  chickadees,  cuckoos,  flickers,  fly-catchers,  grosbeaks,  hummingbirds,  king- 
lets, martins,  meadowlarks,  nighthawks  or  bull  bats,  nuthatches,  orioles,  robins,  shrikes, 
swallows,  swifts,  tanagers,  titmice,  thrushes,  vireos,  warblers,  waxwings,  whippoorwills, 
woodpeckers  and  wrens,  and  all  other  perching  birds  which  feed  entirely  or  chiefly  on  insects. 

(c)  "migratory  non-game  birds"  means  the  following: 

Auks,  auklets,  bitterns,  fulmars,  gannets,  grebes,  guillemots,  gulls,  herons,  jaegers,  loons,  murres, 
petrels,  puffins,  shearwaters  and  terns. 

Close  Seasons. 

2.  No  person  shall  kill,  hunt,  capture,  injure,  take,  molest,  sell  or  offer 
for  sale  any  migratory  game  birds  except  during  the  following  periods  in  the 
various  provinces: — 

Duck,  Geese,  Brant  or  Rails. 

In  Prince  Edward  Island:  September  1  to  December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 
In  Quebec:  September  1  to  December  15,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon  Territory:  September  1  to  December  14,  both  dates  inclu- 
sive. 

In  Ontario:  September  1  to  December  15,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Manitoba:  September  15  to  November  30,  except  that  in  that  portion  of  the  province  lying  to  the 
north  of  the  53rd  parallel  of  latitude  the  open  season  on  ducks  shall  be  from  September  1  to  November  30, 
both  dates  inclusive. 
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In  Alberta:  September  15  to  December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Saskatchewan  and  New  Brunswick,  except  the  islands  in  the  Grand  Manan  group  in  the  province 
of  New  Brunswick:  September  15  to  December  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  islands  in  the  Grand  Manan  group,  in  the  province  of  New  Brunswick:  October  15  to  January  31, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

In  British  Columbia  (Northern  and  Eastern  Districts):  September  15  to  December  31,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Western  District  to  the  north  of  the  52nd  parallel  of  latitude:  September  15  to 
December  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Ducks  and  Rails. 

In  British  Columbia  (in  that  portion  of  the  Western  District  to  the  south  of  the  52nd  parallel  of  latitude) 
October  15  to  January  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Nova  Scotia,  except  Yarmouth  and  Shelburne  counties:  September  15  to  December  31,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

In  Yarmouth  and  Shelburne  counties,  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia:  October  15  to  January  31, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

Geese  and  Brant. 

In  British  Columbia  (in  that  portion  of  the  Western  District  to  the  south  of  the  52nd  parallel  of  lati- 
tude): November  1  to  February  15,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Nova  Scotia:  except  Shelburne  and  Queens  counties:  September  15  to  December  31,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

In  Shelburne  and  Queens  counties,  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  to  persons  holding  a  license  from 
the  Minister:  November  1  to  February  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Shore  Birds  or  Waders,  Including  only  the  following:  Woodcock,  Wilson  or  Jack-Snipe,  Black- 
Bellied  and  Golden  Plovers  and  the  Greater  and  Lesser  Yellow-Legs. 

In  Prince  Edward  Island:  August  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive,  except  that  on  woodcock 
and  wilson  or  jack-snipe  the  open  season  shall  be  from  September  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick:  August  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive,  except  that  on 
woodcock  and  wilson  or  jack-snipe  the  open  season  shall  be  from  October  1  to  November  30,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

In  Quebec:  September  1  to  December  15,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon  Territory:  September  1  to  December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 
In  Ontario:  September  1  to  December  15,  both  dates  inclusive,  except  that  on  woodcock  the  open 
season  shall  be  from  September  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 
In  Saskatchewan:  September  15  to  December  31,  both  dales  inclusive. 
In  Alberta:  September  15  to  December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  British  Columbia  (Northern  and  Eastern  Districts):  September  15  to  December  31,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Western  District  to  the  north  of  the  52nd  parallel  of  latitude:  September  15  to 
December  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Western  District  to  the  south  of  the  52nd  parallel  of  latitude:  October  15  to 
January  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Shore  Birds  or  Wtaders,  including  only  the  following:  Wilson  or  Jack-Snipe. 

In  Manitoba:  September  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided,  however,  that  Indians  and  Eskimos  may  take  scoters  or  "Siwash  Ducks"  for  food  at 
any  time  of  the  year,  both  scoters  so  taken  shall  not  be  sold. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  or  any  other  regulation,  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  shall  be  divided 
into  three  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Northern,  Eastern  and  Western  Districts. 

Northern  District  shall  mean  and  include  the  electoral  District  of  Atlin  and  all  that  portion  of  the 
Province  situated  and  lying  to  the  north  of  the  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  between  Yellow- 
head  Pass  and  Prince  Rupert. 

Eastern  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  that  portion  of  the  Province  situated  and  lying  to  the  east 
of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Range  and  south  of  the  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  between 
Yellowhead  Pass  and  Prince  Rupert,  and  including  that  portion  of  the  Provincial  Electoral  District  of 
Lillooet,  situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south,  astronomic,  of  Alta  Lake  Railway 
Station  on  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway. 

Western  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  that  portion  of  the  Province  situated  and  lying  to  the 
west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Range  and  south  of  the  Electoral  District  of  Atlin,  and  excluding  that 
portion  of  the  Provincial  Electoral  District  of  Lillooet,  situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn  north 
and  south,  astronomic,  of  Alta  Lake  Railway  Station  on  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway. 

3.  The  killing,  hunting,  capturing,  taking,  injuring  or  molesting  of  migratory 
insectivorous  birds,  their  eggs,  or  nests,  is  prohibited  throughout  the  year, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

4.  The  killing,  hunting,  taking,  injuring,  capturing  or  molesting  of  migra- 
tory non-game  birds,  or  their  eggs  or  nests,  except  as  herein  or  hereinafter 
provided,  is  prohibited  throughout  the  year;  provided,  however,  that  the  Indians 
and  Eskimos  may  take  at  any  season  auks,  auklets,  guillemots,  murres  and 
puffins  and  their  eggs  for  human  food  and  their  skins  for  clothing,  but  birds 
and  eggs  taken  in  virtue  of  this  exemption  shall  not  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale 
or  otherwise  traded. 
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5.  A  close  season  shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1928,  on  the 
following  migratory  game  birds:  band-tailed  pigeons,  little  brown,  sandhill  and 
whooping  cranes,  swans,  curlew  and  all  shore  birds  (except  the  black-bellied 
and  golden  plover,  wilson  or  jack-snipe,  woodcock,  and  the  greater  and  lesser 
yellow-legs). 

6.  A  close  season  shall  continue  on  wood  duck  and  eider  duck  until  the 
thirty-first  day  of  January,  1926,  except  that  in  the  Yukon  Territory,  Northwest 
Territories  and  that  part  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  lying  north  of  the  Quebec, 
Cochrane,  Winnipeg  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  eider  duck  may  be 
taken  in  the  open  season  allowed  under  section  (2)  of  these  regulations;  and 
except  that  wood  duck  may  be  taken  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  the  open 
season  allowed  under  section  (2)  of  these  regulations. 

7.  The  taking  of  the  nests  or  eggs  of  migratory  game,  migratory  insecti- 
vorous, or  migratory  non-game  birds  is  prohibited,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  these  regulations. 

Sale  of  Migratory  Game  Birds. 

8.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  section  (2)  of  these  regulations,  in 
the  Provinces  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Ontario, 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  British  Columbia  no  person  shall  sell, 
expose  for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  buy,  trade  or  traffic  in  any  migratory  game  bird, 
killed  or  taken  during  the  open  season  hereunder;  and  in  the  Province  of  Quebec 
no  person  shall  sell,  expose  for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  buy,  trade  or  traffic  in  any 
migratory  game  bird,  except  ducks,  killed  or  taken  during  the  open  season 
hereunder. 

Possession  of  Migratory  Game  Birds  which  were  Legally  Taken  in  the 
Open  Season  During  the  Close  Season  Following. 

9.  Migratory  game  birds  killed  during  the  season  when  the  killing  of  such 
birds  is  legal  may  be  possessed  during  the  following  periods  in  the  various 
provinces,  but  the  onus  of  proof  that  birds  possessed  under  this  section  were 
lawfully  killed  shall  be  on  the  person  having  such  birds  in  possession. 

In  Prince  Edward  Island:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including  January  31, 
next  following. 

In  Nova  Scotia:  For  one  month  after  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided,  except  that  in  Shelburne 
and  Queens  counties  geese  may  be  possessed  from  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including 
the  last  day  of  February  next  following. 

In  New  Brunswick:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including  January  31,  next 
following,  except  that  in  the  Grand  Manan  group  such  birds  may  be  possessed  from  the  close  of  the  open 
season  provided  up  to  and  including  the  last  day  of  February,  next  following. 

In  Quebec:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including  March  31,  next  following. 

In  Ontario:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including  March  31,  next  following. 

In  Manitoba:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including  March  31,  next  following. 

In  Saskatchewan:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including  the  last  day  of  Febru- 
ary, next  following. 

In  Alberta:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including  March  31,  next  following. 
In  British  Columbia:  For  14  days  after  the  close  of  the  open  season. 

In  the  Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon  Territory:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided 
up  to  and  including  April  14,  next  following. 

Bag  Limits. 

10.  No  person  shall  kill  during  any  day,  or  during  any  season,  migratory 
game  birds  in  the  various  provinces  in  excess  of  the  numbers  set  forth  as  follows: — 

In  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Quebec,  Ontario,  Northwest  Territories 
and  Yukon  Territory,  in  any  day:  (except  that  in  Ontario  no  person  shall  kill  in  any  one  season  in  excess 
of  200  ducks). 

Ducks:  Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Geese:  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Brant:  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Rails,  coots  and  gallinules:  Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
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Black-bellied  and  golden  plovers  and  greater  and  lesser  yellow-legs:  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all 
kinds. 

Wilson  snipe  or  jack-snipe:  Twenty-five. 
Woodcock:  Ten. 

In  Manitoba  in  any  day: — 

Ducks:  Twenty  before  October  1,  and  40  thereafter  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Geese:  Ten  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Rails  and  coots:  Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Wilson  snipe  or  jack-snipe:  Twenty-five. 

And  in  Manitoba  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  two  hundred  ducks. 

In  Alberta  in  any  day: — 

Ducks:  Thirty  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Geese:  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Rails  and  coots:  Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Black-bellied  and  golden  plovers  and  greater  and  lesser  yellow-legs:  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all 
kinds. 

Wilson  snipe  or  jack-snipe:  Twenty-five. 

And  in  Alberta  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  two  hundred  ducks. 
In  Saskatchewan  in  any  day: — 

Ducks  and  geese:  Thirty  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Rails  and  coots:  Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Black-bellied  and  golden  plovers  and  greater  and  lesser  yellow-legs:  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all 
kinds. 

Wilson  snipe  or  jack-snipe:  Twenty-five. 

And  in  Saskatchewan  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  two  hundred  birds  of  the  family  anatidae,  including 

ducks  and  geese. 
In  British  Columbia  in  any  day: — 
Ducks:  Twenty  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Geese:  Ten  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Brant:Ten. 

Rails  and  coots:  Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Black-bellied  and  golden  plovers  and  greater  and  lesser  yellow-legs:  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all 
kinds. 

Wilson  snipe  or  jack-snipe:  Twenty-five. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  ducks; 
And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  fifty  geese; 
And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  fifty  brant; 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  Wilson  snipe; 
And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  black-bellied  and  golden 
plover  in  the  aggregate; 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  greater  and  lesser  yellow- 
legs  in  the  aggregate. 

Shooting  Restrictions. 

11.  (a)  No  person  shall  take,  attempt  to  take,  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any- 
migratory  game  birds  during  the  open  seasons  provided  hereunder  except  with 
a  gun  not  larger  than  number  10  gauge. 

(b  )  In  British  Columbia  no  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory 
game  birds  during  the  open  season  provided  hereunder  with  a  pump  or  repeating 
shotgun,  unless  the  magazine  has  been  permanently  plugged  or  altered  so  that 
it  cannot  carry  more  than  one  cartridge. 

(c)  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game  birds  by 
the  use  of  any  automatic  (including  fire-arms  loaded  by  recoil  or  so-called 
"auto-loading"),  swivel  or  machine  gun  or  battery,  or  by  the  use  of  any  aeroplane, 
powerboat,  or  sailboat,  or  by  the  use  of  night  lights. 

( d )  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game  bird  during 
the  night,  which  for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  is  described  as  being  from 
one  hour  after  sunset  to  one  hour  before  sunrise,  but  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
no  person  shall  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill,  any  migratory  game  birds  between  sunset 
and  sunrise. 

The  possession  of  night  lights  and  fire-arms  by  any  person  during  the  night 
in  places  frequented  by  migratory  game  birds  shall  be  considered  prima  facie 
evidence  of  night  shooting. 

( e )  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  from  any  motor  vehicle  or  horse- 
drawn  vehicle  any  migratory  game  bird. 

(f )  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game  birds  in  the 
vicinity  of  Tabusintac  Lagoon,  in  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  by  the  use 
of  "sink  boxes"  between  the  hours  of  1  p.m.  and  one  hour  before  sunrise. 
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Scientific  Permits. 

12.  Migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous  or  migratory  non-game  birds 
or  parts  thereof  or  their  eggs  or  nests  may  be  taken,  bought,  sold,  shipped, 
transported  or  possessed  for  scientific  purposes,  but  only  on  the  issue  of  a  Permit 
by  the  Minister  or  by  any  person  duly  authorized  by  him. 

Such  Permits  may,  upon  application,  be  granted  to  recognized  museums, 
or  scientific  societies,  and  to  any  person  furnishing  written  testimonials  from 
two  well-known  ornithologists. 

A  return  of  specimens  taken  under  such  a  Permit  shall  be  made  to  the 
Minister  upon  the  expiration  of  the  Permit. 

Propagation  of  Migratory  Birds. 

13.  (a)  Migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous  or  migratory  non-game 
birds,  or  their  eggs,  protected  under  regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  Migratory 
Birds  Convention  Act,  may  be  taken  at  any  time  and  in  any  manner  for  propa- 
gating purposes  only  on  the  issue  of  a  Permit  by  the  Minister  or  by  any  person 
duly  authorized  by  him.  Migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous  or  migratory 
non-game  birds,  or  their  eggs  so  taken  may  be  possessed  by  the  permittee  and 
may  be  sold  and  transported  by  him  to  any  person  holding  a  Permit  for  propa- 
gating purposes  issued  by  the  Minister  or  by  any  person  duly  authorized  by  him. 

(b  )  A  person  authorized  by  a  Permit  issued  for  propagating  purposes  under 
this  regulation  may  possess,  buy,  sell  or  transport  migratory  game,  migratory 
insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game  birds,  or  their  increase  or  eggs,  for  propa- 
gating purposes.  Such  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory 
non-game  birds,  except  the  birds  taken  under  paragraph  (a)  of  this  regulation, 
may  be  killed  by  him  in  any  manner  except  by  shooting.  The  unplucked  car- 
casses or  the  plucked  carcasses  with  heads  attached  thereto  of  such  birds  may 
be  sold  and  transported  by  the  permittee  to  any  person  for  consumption,  or 
to  the  keeper  of  a  hotel,  restaurant,  or  boarding-house,  or  to  a  dealer  in  meat 
or  game,  or  to  a  club  for  sale  or  service  to  their  patrons,  all  of  whom  may  possess 
such  carcasses  for  actual  consumption  without  a  Permit. 

(c )  A  person  granted  a  Permit  under  this  regulation  shall  keep  books  and 
records  which  shall  correctly  set  forth  at  all  times  the  total  number  of  each 
species  of  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game 
birds  or  their  eggs,  taken  or  in  his  possession.  A  written  report  shall  be  furnished 
the  Minister  during  the  month  of  January  next  following  the  issuance  of  the 
Permit.  This  report  shall  state  the  total  number  of  each  species  reared  and 
killed,  the  number  of  each  species,  or  their  eggs,  sold  and  transported,  the 
manner  in  which  such  species  or  eggs  were  transported,  the  name  and  address 
of  each  person  from  or  to  whom  such  species  or  eggs  were  purchased  or  sold, 
together  with  number  and  species  and  whether  sold  alive  or  dead;  and  the  date 
of  such  transaction. 

( d)  Application  for  Permits  to  take  such  birds  for  propagating  purposes 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  showing: — 

(1)  The  full  name  and  post  office  address  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  The  species  of  birds  or  eggs  that  it  is  desired  to  take. 

(3)  The  number. 

(4)  The  place  at  which  the  birds  or  eggs  are  to  be  taken. 

Applications  for  Permits  to  possess,  buy,  sell,  or  transport  such  birds  for 
propagating  purposes  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  showing: — 

(1)  The  full  name  and  post  office  address  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  The  species  and  number  of  birds  that  it  is  desired  to  possess. 

(3)  The  area  and  location  of  the  land  to  be  used  in  the  business  and  whether  owned  or  leased  by  the 
applicant. 

(e)  The  Minister  may  require  an  applicant  to  furnish  a  bond  in  support 
of  his  application  for  a  Permit  for  propagating  purposes. 
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(f )  A  permittee  shall  at  all  reasonable  hours  allow  any  game  officer  to 
enter  and  inspect  the  premises  where  operations  are  being  carried  on  under 
these  regulations  and  to  inspect  the  books  and  records  of  such  permittee  relating 

thereto. 

(g)  No  person  holding  a  Permit  for  propagating  purposes  shall  sell  migra- 
tory game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game  birds,  raised  and 
killed  in  captivity,  unless  the  same  shall  bear  a  metal  tag.  This  tag  shall  be 
of  a  type  approved  by  the  Minister  and  shall  contain  the  name  or  initials  of 
the  holder  of  the  Permit.    It  shall  not  be  removed  from  the  carcass. 

Collecting  of  Eider-Down. 

14.  The  Minister,  or  any  person  duly  authorized  by  him,  may  issue  Permits 
allowing  persons  owing  or  leasing  eider  duck  breeding  areas  to  collect,  possess, 
transport  and  sell  eider-down. 

Termination  of  Permits. 

15.  All  Permits  and  Licenses  shall  terminate  at  the  end  of  the  calendar 
year  in  which  they  shall  have  been  issued.  They  shall  not  be  transferable 
and  shall  be  revocable  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister. 

Taxidermists. 

16.  No  person  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  a  taxidermist  without  having 
first  secured  from  the  Minister  a  license  so  to  do.  The  fee  for  this  license  shall 
be  one  dollar. 

No  taxidermist  shall  receive,  prepare  for  exhibition  purposes  or  possess, 
any  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game  bird, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  unless  such  bird  has  been  legally  killed,  either  in  the 
open  season  for  such  birds,  or  by  the  holder  of  a  permit  for  taking  birds  for 
scientific  purposes. 

Every  licensed  taxidermist  shall  annually  make  such  returns  as  the  Minister 
may  require. 

Every  licensed  taxidermist  shall  keep  books  and  records  which  correctly 
set  forth  the  name  of  each  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migra- 
tory non-game  bird  received,  the  date  and  locality  of  capture,  the  date  received, 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  such  bird.  These  books  and  records 
are  to  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  game  officer  at  any  reasonable  time. 

Labelling  Packages  for  Shipment. 

17.  Any  package  in  which  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or 
migratory  non-game  birds  or  parts  thereof,  or  their  eggs  or  nests  are  shipped 
or  transported  for  scientific  or  propagating  purposes  shall  be  clearly  marked 
on  the  outside  with  the  number  of  the  Permit,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
shipper  and  an  accurate  statement  of  the  contents. 

No  transportation  company  shall  accept  for  transportation  any  package 
containing  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game 
birds,  or  their  nests  or  eggs  or  parts  thereof,  unless  such  packages  shall  be  marked 
as  hereinbefore  required,  and  shipment  of  the  same  through  the  mails  is  pro- 
hibited, unless  marked  as  aforesaid. 

18.  The  shipment  or  export  of  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous, 
or  migratory  non-game  birds,  or  their  nests,  or  eggs  from  any  province  during 
the  close  season  in  such  provinces  is  prohibited  except  for  scientific  or  propa- 
gating purposes,  and  traffic  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  in  any 
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such  birds,  or  their  eggs,  captured,  killed,  taken  or  shipped  at  any  time  contrary 
to  the  laws  of  the  province  or  state  in  which  the  same  are  captured,  killed, 
taken  or  shipped,  is  likewise  prohibited. 

19.  No  person  shall  ship  or  offer  for  shipment  from  Canada  to  the  United 
States  any  package  containing  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or 
migratory  non-game  birds  or  any  parts  thereof  or  their  eggs  unless  such  package 
shall  have  the  name  and  address  of  the  shipper  and  an  accurate  statement  of 
the  contents  clearly  marked  on  the  outside  of  such  package. 

No  transportation  company  shall  accept  for  transportation  to  the  United 
States  any  packages  of  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory 
non-game  birds  or  any  parts  thereof  or  their  eggs  unless  such  packages  bear 
the  name  and  address  of  the  shipper  and  an  accurate  statement  of  the  contents, 
and  shipment  of  the  same  through  the  mails  is  prohibited,  unless  marked  as 
aforesaid. 

20.  If  any  of  the  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory 
non-game  birds  should  under  extraordinary  conditions  become  seriously  injurious 
to  agricultural,  fishing,  or  other  interests  in  any  particular  locality,  the  Minister, 
or  any  person  duly  authorized  by  him,  may  issue  Permits  to  kill  such  birds  so 
long  as  they  shall  continue  to  be  injurious.  Applications  for  such  Permits 
shall  include  a  full  statement  describing : — 

(1)  The  species  and  the  estimate  of  the  number  of  birds  committing  the  damage; 

(2)  The  nature  and  extent  of  the  damage; 

(3)  The  extent  of  the  agricultural  or  other  interests  threatened  or  involved. 

Such  permits  shall  be  revocable  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister.  On  the 
expiration  of  the  permit  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued  shall  furnish  to  the 
Minister  a  written  report  showing  the  number  of  birds  killed,  the  dates  upon 
which  they  were  killed,  and  the  disposition  made  of  the  dead  birds. 

No  birds  killed  under  such  permits  shall  be  shipped,  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

21.  (a)  Any  British  subject  domiciled  on  the  Province  of  Quebec  may 
capture  by  trapping  or  kill  by  shooting  American  and  Red-breasted  Mergansers 
within  the  counties  of  Rimouski,  Matane,  Matapedia,  Bonaventure  and  Gaspe, 
Province  of  Quebec,  on  the  south  shore  of  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  and  within 
the  county  of  Saguenay,  Province  of  Quebec,  on  the  north  shore  of  the  Gulf 
and  River  St.  Lawrence  from  one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one  hour  after  sunset, 
from  April  1  to  August  31,  both  dates  inclusive,  provided  that  the  birds  so  killed 
shall  not  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  or  shipped  or  transported  from  one  person 
to  another,  except  that  they  may  be  shipped  or  transported  as  a  gift  to  persons 
authorized  by  permits  granted  by  virtue  of  Clause  (12)  of  these  regulations 
to  take  or  possess  such  birds  for  scientific  purposes. 

(b)  Any  superintendents  of  Fish  Hatcheries  situated  in  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  any  salaried  Provincial  or  Federal  Game  Officer  duly  appointed  for 
that  Province,  or  any  owner  or  any  lessee  of  fishing  areas  in  that  Province, 
the  bona  fide  employees  of  such  owners  or  lessees,  and  the  members  of  fishing 
clubs  which  lease  fishing  rights,  may  kill  loons  by  shooting,  within  the  Province 
of  Quebec  from  one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one  hour  after  sunset,  from  April  1 
to  October  31,  both  dates  inclusive,  provided  that  the  birds  so  killed  shall  not 
be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  or  shipped  or  transported  from  one  person  to  another 
except  that  they  may  be  shipped  or  transported  as  to  gift  to  persons  authorized 
by  Permits  granted  by  virtue  of  Clause  (12)  of  these  regulations  to  take  or 
possess  such  birds  for  scientific  purposes. 

(c)  Any  British  subject  domiciled  in  the  county  of  Saguenay,  Province  of 
Quebec,  may  kill  great  black-backed  gulls  by  shooting,  within  the  county  of 
Saguenay,  Province  of  Quebec,  from  one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one  hour  after 
sunset,  from  June  15  to  October  31,  both  dates  inclusive,  provided  that  the 
birds  so  killed  shall  not  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  or  shipped  or  transported 
from  one  person  to  another,  except  that  they  may  be  shipped  or  transported 
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as  a  gift  to  persons  authorized  by  permits  granted  by  virtue  of  Clause  (12)  of 
these  regulations  to  take  or  possess  such  birds  for  scientific  purposes. 

(d)  The  Minister  may  on  any  date  between  August  15  and  September  14, 
inclusive,  issue  a  general  permit,  covering  any  one  or  more  of  the  Provinces  of 
Manitoba,  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan,  which  shall  allow  any  owner  or  occupier 
of  land  in  the  province  named,  having  a  cereal  crop  growing  or  in  stook  on  his 
said  land,  to  shoot  on  such  land  wild  ducks  which  are  found  causing  serious 
injury  to  such  crop,  provided  that  wild  ducks  so  killed  shall  not  be  sold  or 
offered  for  sale,  and  that  wild  ducks  shall  not  be  shot  at  or  killed  outside  of 
the  area  on  which  the  crop  is  being  so  seriously  injured. 

22.  No  person  or  organization  shall  introduce  for  the  purpose  of  sport  or 
acclimatization  any  species  of  migratory  birds  without  the  consent  of  the 
Minister  in  writing. 

23.  No  person  shall  destroy,  deface,  tear  down  or  damage  maliciously, 
any  posters,  notice  boards,  or  signs  erected  to  acquaint  the  public  with  any 
provisions  of  the  Migratory  Birds  Convention  Act  or  regulations  thereunder.

[Assented  to  12th  June,  1925.] 


WHEREAS  by  the  treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation  Preamble, 
between  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  and  Finland  made  at  Helsingfors  on  the  fourteenth 
day  of  December,  1923,  it  is  provided  by  Article  23  that 
the  stipulations  of  the  said  treaty  shall  not  be  applicable 
to  any  self-governing  Dominion  unless  notice  is  given  of 
the  desire  of  His  Majesty  that  the  said  stipulations  shall 
apply  to  such  Dominion  but  that  nevertheless  goods  of 
such  Dominion  shall  enjoy  in  Finland  the  same  treatment 
as  would  be  enjoyed  by  similar  goods  if  produced  in  the 
United  Kingdom  so  long  as  goods  produced  or  manufactured 
in  Finland  are  accorded  in  such  Dominion  favoured  nation 
treatment;  and  whereas  it  is  desirable  that  Canada  should 
have  the  benefit  of  that  portion  of  said  Article  23  which 
provides  for  the  exchange  of  the  said  mutual  trade  advan- 
tages: Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada, 
enacts  as  follows: —

1 .  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Netherlands  Convention  short  title. 
Act,  1925. 

2.  The  convention  of  the  eleventh  day  of  July,  one  Convention 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-four,  entered  into  at  approved- 
Ottawa  by  plenipotentiaries  appointed  by  His  Majesty 

and  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  Netherlands,  copy 
of  which  is  set  forth  in  the  schedule  of  this  Act,  is  hereby 
approved. 

3.  After  the  said  convention  is  brought  into  force,  and  Extension  of 
so  long  as  it  remains  in  force,  articles  the  produce  or  manu-  ^Janta-e  to 
facture  of  the  Netherlands  which  are  imported  into  Canada  Netherlands, 
shall  be  admitted  into  Canada  on  the  most  favourable

SCHEDULE. 


His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond 
the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India,  and  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of 
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the  Netherlands,  being  desirous  of  improving  and  extending 
the  commercial  relations  between  the  Netherlands  and 
Canada,  have  resolved  to  conclude  a  Convention  with  that 
object  and  have  named  as  their  respective  Plenipotentia- 
ries, that  is  to  say: 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond 
the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India: 

The  Honourable  James  Alexander  Robb,  a  Member  of 
His  Majesty's  Honourable  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  a 
Member  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  Acting  Minister  of 
Finance  and  Receiver  General  of  Canada; 

The  Honourable  Thomas  Andrew  Low,  a  Member  of  His 
Majesty's  Honourable  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  a  Member 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  Minister  of  Trade  and  Com- 
merce of  Canada; 

And  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  Netherlands: 

Monsieur  Theodore  Herman  de  Meester,  Consul  General 
of  the  Netherlands  in  Montreal; 

Who,  after  communicating  to  each  other  their  respective 
full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  upon 
the  following  Articles: — 

Article  1. 

Articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  imported 
into  the  Netherlands  and  articles  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  the  Netherlands  imported  into  Canada  shall  not  be 
subjected  to  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges  than  those 
paid  on  the  like  articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  any 
other  foreign  country.  Nor  shall  any  prohibition  or  re- 
striction be  maintained  or  imposed  on  the  importation  of 
any  article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  into  the 
Netherlands,  or  of  any  articles  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  the  Netherlands  into  Canada  which  shall  not  equally 
extend  to  the  importation  of  like  articles  being  the  produce 
or  manufacture  of  any  other  foreign  country.  This  last 
provision  is  not  applicable  to  the  sanitary  and  other  pro- 
hibitions occasioned  by  the  necessity  of  protecting  the  safety 
of  persons  or  of  cattle,  or  of  plants  useful  to  agriculture. 

Article  2. 

Articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  exported 
to  the  Netherlands  and  articles  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  the  Netherlands  exported  to  Canada  shall  not  be  subject- 
ed to  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges  than  those  paid  on 
the  like  articles  exported  to  any  other  foreign  country. 
Nor  shall  any  prohibition  or  restriction  be  imposed  on  the 
exportation  of  any  article  from  Canada  to  the  Netherlands 
or  from  the  Netherlands  to  Canada  which  shall  not  equally 
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extend  to  the  exportation  of  the  like  articles  to  any  other 
foreign  country. 

Article  3. 

Articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  passing  in 
transit  through  the  Netherlands  and  articles  the  produce  or 
manufacture  of  the  Netherlands  passing  in  transit  through 
Canada  shall  be  reciprocally  free  from  all  transit  duties 
whether  they  pass  through  direct  or  whether  during  transit 
they  are  unloaded,  warehoused  or  reloaded. 

Article  4. 

It  is  understood  that  in  all  matters  governing  the  import, 
export  and  transit  of  merchandise  the  Netherlands  grants 
to  Canada  and  Canada  grants  to  the  Netherlands  the 
treatment  of  the  most  favoured  nation. 

Article  5. 

The  name  " Netherlands"  wherever  used  in  this  Conven- 
tion shall  be  held  to  include  the  Netherlands  Indies,  Surinam 
and  Caracao. 

The  present  Convention,  after  being  approved  by  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  and  by  the  competent  authority  on 
the  part  of  the  Netherlands,  shall  be  ratified  and  the  rati- 
fications shall  be  exchanged  at  Ottawa  as  soon  as  possible. 
It  shall  come  into  force  immediately  upon  the  exchange  of 
ratifications  and  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Contracting 
Parties  during  four  years  from  the  date  of  its  coming  into 
force.  In  case  neither  of  the  Contracting  Parties  shall  have 
given  notice  to  the  other  twelve  months  before  the  expira- 
tion of  the  said  period  of  four  years  of  its  intention  to  ter- 
minate the  present  Convention  it  shall  remain  in  force  until 
the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  on  which  either  of 
the  Contracting  Parties  shall  have  given  to  the  other  notice 
of  its  intention  to  terminate  it.

Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  Section  two  of  The  Opium  and  Narcotic  Drug  Act,  Definitions. 
1928,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  para- 
graphs:— 

"(j)  1  physician 1  means  a  person  registered  as  a  medical  "Physician", 
practitioner  and  in  good  standing  under  the  Act  or 
ordinance  governing  the  practice  of  medicine  and 
surgery  within  the  province  or  territory  wherein  is 
tendered  any  prescription  or  order  for  any  drug  bearing 
his  signature; 

"(k)  '  veterinary  surgeon y  means  a  person  licensed  and  "Veterinary

23.  When  the  division  has  not  been  divided  into  districts  Local  limit,

officers  in  the  manner  authorized  by  law  in  and  for  any 
division,  and  in  such  case  the  Board  may  assign  to  all  such 
officers  local  limits  within  which  they  shall  perform  their 
duties  under  this  Act.

inspecting  officer  shall  issue  a  certificate  accordingly.  If 
the  appellant  so  desires  he  may  call  for  a  fresh  sample  Fresh 
to  be  drawn  by  the  inspector  for  use  on  appeal,  the  2mPbe 
expense  thereof  to  be  borne  by  the  appellant,  and  in  case  required, 
it  be  drawn  for  the  purpose  of  a  final  appeal  it  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Board.    No  appeal  shall  be  con- 
sidered in  any  case  where  the  identity  of  the  grain  in  dispute 
has  not  been  preserved. 

(2)  (a)  There  shall  be  two  Boards,  to  be  known  as  the  Boards  of 
Boards  of  Grain  Appeal,  one  stationed  at  Winnipeg  and  Appeal, 
one  at  Calgary :  Provided  however  that  the  Board  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council  may  establish  and 
station  such  additional  Boards  of  Grain  Appeal  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient  and  all  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
apply  thereto. 

(b)  Each  Board  shall  consist  of  an  official  who  must  hold  Officers 
an  inspector's  certificate,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  of  Board- 
Board  of  Grain  Commissioners  and  shall  be  known  as 

" Appeal  Inspector,"  and  eight  other  competent  persons, 
who  shall  also  be  appointed  by  said  Board  of  Grain  Com- 
missioners. Each  Appeal  Inspector  shall  be  chairman 
of  the  Board  to  which  he  is  appointed. 

(c)  None  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Appeal  Members 
are  to  be  members  of  the  inspection  staff.    The  two  appeal  Rectors, 
inspectors  shall  devote  the  whole  of  their  time  to  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  under  this  Act,  and  shall  not  hold

(d)  The  salaries  of  the  appeal  inspectors  and  their  term 
of  office  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board.  The  members  of  the 
Board  of  Grain  Appeal,  other  than  the  appeal  inspectors, 
shall  be  paid  such  fees  for  each  inspection  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Board. 

(e)  Each  appeal  shall  be  heard  by  an  appeal  inspector  and 
two  other  members  of  the  Board  selected  by  him,  one  of 
which  members  shall  be  a  representative  of  the  producers. 

(f)  In  case  an  appeal  inspector  is  unable  to  be  present  at 
any  appeal,  he  may  appoint  from  among  the  Board,  a  chair- 
man, to  act  in  his  absence,  and  such  chairman  shall  have 
all  the  powers  of  an  appeal  inspector. 

(g)  The  members  of  the  Boards  of  Grain  Appeal  before 
acting  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  in  a  form  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  and  approved  by  the  Governor 
in  Council  and  the  said  Boards  of  Grain  Appeal  shall  be 
governed  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  by  general 
regulations  made  by  the  Board.  (New.)

No.  3  spring  wheat  shall  comprise  all  sound  wheat  not 
good  enough  to  be  graded  as  No.  2,  weighing  not  less  than 
56  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

Rejected  spring  wheat  shall  comprise  all  spring  wheat  fit 
for  warehousing,  but  too  low  in  weight  or  otherwise  unfit  to 
be  graded  as  No.  3. 

Goose  Wheat.

No.  1  goose  wheat  shall  be  plump  and  clean,  weighing  not 
less  than  61  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  goose  wheat  shall  be  plump  and  reasonably  clean, 
weighing  not  less  than  59  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  goose  wheat  shall  comprise  such  as  is  not  good 
enough  to  be  graded  as  No.  2,  reasonably  clean  and  weighing 
not  less  than  55  pounds  to  the  bushel.

No.  1  mixed  winter  wheat  shall  be  white  and  red  winter 
wheat  mixed,  sound,  plump  and  clean,  weighing  not  less 
than  60  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  mixed  winter  wheat  shall  be  white  and  red  winter 
wheat  mixed,  sound,  plump  and  clean,  weighing  not  less 
than  58  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  winter  wheat  shall  include  winter  wheat  not  clean 
and  plump  enough  to  be  graded  No.  2,  weighing  not  less 
than  56  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

Corn. 

No.  1  white  corn  shall  be  white,  sound,  dry,  clean  and  in  Com. 
all  other  respects  No.  1  corn,  and  shall  contain  not  more 
than  16  per  cent  moisture. 

No.  2  white  corn  shall  be  white,  sound,  dry  and  reason- 
ably clean,  and  shall  contain  not  more  than  16  per  cent 
moisture. 

No.  3  white  corn  shall  be  white,  sound,  dry  and  reason- 
ably clean,  but  otherwise  unfit  to  be  graded  No.  2,  and 
shall  contain  not  more  than  19  per  cent  moisture. 

No.  1  yellow  corn  shall  be  yellow,  sound,  dry,  clean  and 
in  all  other  respects  No.  1  corn,  and  shall  contain  not  more 
than  16  per  cent  moisture. 

No.  2  yellow  corn  shall  be  yellow,  sound,  dry  and  reason- 
ably clean,  and  shall  contain  not  more  than  16  per  cent 
moisture. 

No.  3  yellow  corn  shall  be  yellow,  sound,  dry  and  reason- 
ably clean,  but  otherwise  unfit  to  be  graded  No.  2,  and  shall 
contain  not  more  than  19  per  cent  moisture. 

No.  2  corn  shall  be  mixed  corn,  sound,  dry  and  reason- 
ably clean,  and  shall  contain  not  more  than  16  per  cent 
moisture. 

No.  3  corn  shall  be  mixed  corn,  dry  and  reasonably  clean, 
but  otherwise  unfit  to  be  graded  No.  2,  and  shall  contain  not 
more  than  19  per  cent  moisture. 
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All  corn  that  is  damp,  dirty,  in  a  heating  condition  or 
from  any  other  cause  unfit  for  the  preceding  grades,  shall 
be  graded  as  rejected. 

All  corn  that  has  been  tested  for  moisture  shall  be  entered 
in  the  inspecting  officer's  books  with  his  notations  as  to 
quality  and  condition. 

Oats. 

No.  1  white  oats  shall  be  sound,  clean  and  free  from 
other  grain  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  34  pounds  to 
the  bushel. 

No.  2  white  oats  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean  and 
reasonably  free  from  other  grain  and  shall  weigh  not  less 
than  32  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  white  oats  shall  be  sound,  but  not  clean  enough  to 
be  graded  No.  2,  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  30  pounds  to 
the  bushel. 

No.  4  white  oats  shall  be  sound,  but  otherwise  not  equal 
to  No.  3,  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  28  pounds  to  the 
bushel. 

Black  oats. — The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4  black  oats 
shall  correspond  in  all  respects  with  the  grades  of  Nos. 

1,  2,  3  and  4  white  oats,  except  that  the  former  shall  be 
black. 

Mixed  oats.  The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4  mixed  oats 
shall  correspond  in  all  respects  with  the  grades  of  Nos.  1, 

2,  3  and  4  white  oats,  except  that  the  former  shall  be  black 
and  white  mixed. 

White  clipped  oats. — The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4 
white  clipped  oats  shall  correspond  in  all  respects  with  the 
grades  of  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4  white  oats,  and  shall  weigh  not 
less  than  38,  36,  34  and  32  pounds  to  the  bushel  respect- 
ively.

No.  1  rye  shall  be  sound,  clean  and  shall  weigh  not  less 
than  58  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  rye  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  reasonably 
free  from  other  giain,  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  56 
pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  rye  shall  be  sound,  but  not  clean  enough  to  be 
graded  No.  2,  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  55  pounds  to  the 
bushel. 

Rejected  rye  shall  include  such  as  is  unsound,  musty, 
dirty  or  from  any  other  cause  unfit  to  be  graded  No.  3. 
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Barley. 


No.  1  barley,  shall  be  plump,  bright,  sound,  clean  and  Barley, 
free  from  other  grain,  and  weigh  not  less  than  48  pounds  to 
the  bushel. 

No.  2  barley  shall  be  reasonably  clean  and  sound,  but  not 
bright  and  plump  enough  to  be  graded  as  No.  1,  and  shall 
be  reasonably  free  from  other  grain,  and  weigh  not  less 
than  48  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  extra  barley  shall  be  in  all  respects  the  same  as 
No.  2  barley,  except  in  weight  and  colour,  weighing  not 
less  than  47  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  barley  shall  include  shrunken  barley,  weighing  not 
less  than  45  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  4  barley  shall  include  all  barley  weighing  less  than  45 
pounds  to  the  bushel. 


Peas. 


No.  1  peas  shall  be  white,  clean,  sound,  not  worm-eaten,  Peas, 
and  free  from  bugs,  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  64  pounds 
to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  peas  shall  be  reasonably  clean  and  sound,  and 
reasonably  free  from  worm-eaten  and  buggy  peas,  and  shall 
weigh  not  less  than  62  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  peas  shall  be  such  as  are  too  dirty  to  be  graded  as 
No.  2,  or  are  worm-eaten  or  buggy,  and  shall  weigh  not 
less  than  60  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

The  grades  of  1,  2  and  3  marrowfat  peas  shall  correspond 
in  all  respects  with  the  preceding  grades  Nos.  1,  2  and  3, 
except  that  the  former  shall  be  of  the  white-eyed  and  black- 
eyed  varieties. 

Mixed  peas  shall  be  sound  and  may  contain  a  variety  of 
peas  not  elsewhere  classified. 


Buckwheat. 


No.  1  buckwheat  shall  be  sound,  clean,  dry  and  free  from  Buckwheat, 
other  grain,  weighing  not  less  than  50  pounds  to  the  bushel.

No.  3  buckwheat  shall  be  sound,  but  not  clean  enough 
to  be  graded  as  No.  2,  weighing  not  less  than  45  pounds 
to  the  bushel. 

All  good  buckwheat  that  is  slightly  damp,  but  fit  for 
warehousing,  or  which  is  too  dirty  to  be  graded  as  No.  3, 
shall  be  classed  as  "  No  grade  in  the  discretion  of  the 
inspector.

No.  2  Canada  Western  Red  Durum  Wheat  shall  be  sound 
and  clean,  weighing  not  less  than  59  pounds  to  the  bushel.

either  that  the  elevator  for  the  crop  year  for  which  the 
license  is  taken  out  shall  receive  western  grain  from  the 
vessels  only  belonging  to  or  operated  or  chartered  by  the 
said  steamship  company,  or  shall  provide  that  such  elevator 
for  and  during  the  said  crop  year  shall  receive  grain  from 
all  vessels  without  discrimination  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

In  case  any  abuse  or  discrimination  is  in  the  opinion  cancellation 
of  the  Board  practised  by  any  such  elevator  then  the  of  privileges. 
Board  may  at  any  time  cancel  the  privileges  contained  in 
the  provisos  to  this  subsection. 

(6)  Every  warehouseman  of  a  public  elevator  in  the  Record  to 
Eastern  Inspection  Division  shall  keep  a  true  and  correct  be  kePt- 
record  of  each  parcel  or  lot  of  grain  received  by  him,  noting 

the  name  of  the  boat  and  number  of  the  hold  from  which 
taken,  or  the  number  of  the  car,  the  billed  weight,  the 
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actual  weight  as  weighed  in  by  him,  and  shortage  or  overage, 
the  number  of  the  bin  in  which  stored,  and  in  case  of  a 
transfer  in  the  elevator  the  number  of  the  bin  to  which 
transferred,  the  date  of  shipment  out  of  such  elevator  with 
the  number  of  car  or  name  of  boat  and  number  of  hold; 
and  in  all  cases  where  a  certificate  of  grade  accompanies 
a  lot  or  parcel  of  grain  the  identity  of  such  certificate  with 
the  lot  or  parcel  of  grain  shall  be  preserved.  He  shall  keep 
a  correct  record  of  the  name  of  the  shipper,  the  party  to 
be  advised  of  the  shipment  and  the  consignee. 

(7)  The  identity  of  each  parcel  or  lot  of  western  grain 
shipped  to  a  public  elevator  in  the  Eastern  Inspection  Divi- 
sion shall  be  preserved,  except  that  different  parcels  or 
lots  of  the  same  grades  may  be  binned  together  when  there 
is  not  sufficient  space  in  the  elevator  to  keep  the  parcels  or 
lots  separate. 

(8)  In  no  case,  whether  in  a  terminal  or  public  elevator, 
shall  grain  of  different  grades  be  mixed  together  while  in 
store. 

(9)  Every  terminal  warehouseman  in  the  Western  Inspec- 
tion Division  shall  clean  all  grain  received  by  him  on  which 
the  inspector  has  set  dockage  for  cleaning  except  all  rejected 
grades  and  "no  grades",  which  shall  be  cleaned  only  on  the 
request  of  the  owner. 

(10)  Until  otherwise  provided  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
under  the  provisions  of  section  88  hereof,  every  terminal 
warehouseman  in  the  Western  Inspection  Division  shall 
pay  or  make  allowance  to  the  owner  for  all  domestic  grain 
of  a  commercial  value  in  screenings  on  all  cars  graded  by 
the  inspector  clean  to  clean  for  domestic  grain,  as  set  forth 
in  section  92  of  this  Act,  to  the  quantity  assessed  by  the 
inspector. 

(11)  Every  terminal  warehouseman  in  the  Western 
Inspection  Division  shall  insure  against  fire,  with  companies 
satisfactory  to  the  Board,  all  grain  received,  handled  or 
stored  by  him:  Provided  always  that  this  subsection  shall 
not  apply  to  a  warehouseman  of  a  public  elevator  in  the 
Eastern  Inspection  Division.

quantity  and  inspected  grade  of  the  grain; 
(b  )  that  the  grain  mentioned  in  it  has  been  received  into 

store  to  be  stored  with  grain  of  the  same  grade  by

(c )  that  the  grain  is  deliverable  upon  the  return  of  the 
receipt  properly  endorsed  by  the  person  to  whose  order 
it  was  issued,  and  upon  payment  of  proper  charges  for 
storage  and  transportation,  if  any,  due  to  the  owner  of 
the  elevator.    (1912,  c.  27,  s.  127,  Am.). 

118.  (1)  All  warehouse  receipts  for  grain  issued  by  the  Numbering 
same  elevator  shall  be  consecutively  numbered,  and  no  two  of  receipts,

139.  (1)  No   terminal  warehouseman  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  to  grain  arising  from  of  ware- 
irresistible  force,  the  act  of  God  or  the  King's  enemies,  houseman- 
while  the  grain  is  in  his  custody,  provided  reasonable  care 

and  vigilance  is  exercised  to  protect  and  preserve  it. 

(2)  No  terminal  warehouseman  shall  be  held  liable  for  Proper  care 
damage  to  grain  by  heating  if  it  is  shown  that  he  has  exer-  hJuJ2Ii?an. 
cised  proper  care  in  the  handling  and  storing  thereof,  and 

that  the  heating  was  the  result  of  causes  beyond  his  control. 

(3)  Any  warehouseman  guilty  of  an  act  of  neglect,  the  Warehouse- 
effect  of  which  is  to  depreciate  property  stored  in  the  ^bieforP°n 
elevator  under  his  control,  shall  be  held  responsible  as  at  neglect, 
common  law,  or  upon  the  bond  of  such  warehouseman, 

and  in  addition  thereto  the  license  of  such  warehouseman 
may  be  revoked.    (1912,  c.  27,  s.  149). 
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PRIVATE  ELEVATORS. 

140.  (1)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  this 
Act  the  Board  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Governor  in  Council,  make  provision  for  licensing  and 
regulating  private  elevators  and  to  determine  the  conditions 
under  which  the  grain  handled  by  such  elevators  may  be 
weighed  and  inspected,  and  such  elevators  when  so  licensed 
may  carry  on  the  business  of  mixing  grain  and  grades  of 
grain  and  shall  in  the  course  of  their  operations  be  bound 
only  to  observe  such  regulations  as  may  be  made  by  the 
Board  as  aforesaid:  Provided,  however,  that  the  following 
rules  shall  apply  to  all  such  elevators: 

(a)  A  private  elevator  except  where  grain  is  shipped  to  a 
private  terminal  elevator  with  the  written  consent  of 
the  owner  (the  form  of  such  consent  which  shall  be  on  a 
separate  form  to  be  approved  by  the  Board),  shall 
receive  only  such  grain  as  is  the  property  of  the  person 
or  corporation  operating  such  elevator,  and  no  such 
elevator  shall  conduct  a  public  storage  business  or 
except  as  aforesaid  receive  any  grain  upon  terms  requir- 
ing another  person  to  pay  storage  charges  thereon  or 
in  respect  thereof:  Provided,  however,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  organizations  of  grain  producers  known 
as  Grain  Pools  and  incorporated  in  the  Provinces  of 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  by  Acts  of  the 
respective  legislatures  of  such  provinces,  and  for  any 
other  person  or  corporation  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  is  empowered  to  act  and  is  in  fact  acting  on 
behalf  of  or  in  co-operation  with  them  or  any  of  them, 
to  operate  private  elevators  and  to  receive  into  such 
elevators  grain  shipped  by  such  producers  as  are 
members  of  any  one  of  the  said  Grain  Pools; 

(b)  All  grain  inspected  out  of  a  private  elevator  shall 
be  required  in  order  to  receive  a  grade  to  be  equal 
in  quality  to  a  similar  grade  passing  inspection  from 
the  general  bins  of  a  public  terminal  elevator. 

(2)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  operator  of  a  private  elevator 
to  sell  or  to  borrow  money  upon  the  security  of  his  own 
grain  stored  in  the  elevator  and  to  issue  a  warehouse  receipt 
or  receipts  in  connection  with  any  such  sale  or  loan,  and  to 
any  person  who  has  shipped  grain  to  such  elevator  under  the 
exceptions  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  the  person  to  whom 
any  such  receipt  is  issued  and  all  subsequent  holders  thereof 
shall  have  good  title  to  the  grain  therein  described  as  fully 
and  effectually  and  to  the  like  effect  as  if  such  warehouse 
receipt  had  been  issued  by  a  public  terminal  elevator  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(3)  If  any  private  elevator  is  operated  in  violation  or  in 
disregard  of  this  section  or  of  any  regulation  made  here- 
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under  the  Board  may,  upon  due  proof  thereof,  after  proper 
hearing  and  notice  to  the  licensee,  recommend  to  the 
Governor  in  Council  the  revocation  of  the  license  of  such 
elevator,  and  the  Governor  in  Council  may  thereupon, 
in  his  discretion,  revoke  such  license. 

(4)  Any  person  who  operates  a  private  elevator  without  Operating 
having  a  license  as  provided  by  this  section  shall  be  guilty  jjjjJlJJ* 
of  an  offence  and  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  Penalty, 
than  two  thousand  dollars  and  costs,  or  to  imprisonment 

for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year. 

(5)  Provided  that  at  any  time  it  is  deemed  advisable  and  .9fer^faates 
in  the  public  interest  by  the  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners,  private 

it  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  elevator"« 
demand  of  any  private  elevator  where  mixing  is  practised  or 
any  public  elevator  which  receives  grain  from  a  private 
elevator  that  all  such  grain  when  shipped  out  to  be  covered 
by  certificates  that  have  marked  across  the  face  thereof  in 
red  or  other  distinguishing  letters  the  words  "from  a  private 
elevator".  (New). 

Manufacturing  License 

141.  (1)  On  application  by  the  owner  of  an  elevator  Manufao- 
which  is  connected  with  and  part  of  a  plant  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  grain  products  in  the  Western  Division,  may  be 
stating  that  he  does  not  wish  to  engage  in  the  business  of  owerof 
storing  grain  and  that  such  elevator  will  only  be  used  for  elevator, 
the  storage  of  grain  owned  by  the  said  applicant  and  used 
in  the  process  of  the  manufacture  of  such  products,  the 
Board  may  exempt  such  elevator  from  that  part  of  the  Act 
which  relates  to  the  storage  of  grain  for  the  public.  The 
license  issued  shall  be  a  special  license  for  such  class  of 
elevator,  and  the  bond  required  shall  be  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Board. 

(2)  Any  owner  who  violates  the  conditions  under  which  Penalty  for 
such  license  is  issued  shall  be  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  this  vlolatlon- 
Act. 

(3)  The  annual  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars.  Fee. 
(1912,  c.  27,  s.  150;  1913,  c.  21,  s.  10). 


Country  Elevators 

GENERAL 

142.  (1)  "Country  elevator"  shall  include  all  ele-  Country 
vators  and  warehouses  which  receive  grain  for  storage,  andators 
before  such  grain  has  been  inspected  under  this  Act,  and  Jgl^d11368 
which  are  situated  on  the  right  of  way  of  a  railway  or  on  e  e 
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any  siding  or  spur  track  connected  therewith,  depot  grounds, 
or  on  any  lands  acquired  or  reserved  by  any  railway  com- 
pany to  be  used  in  connection  with  its  line  of  railway  at 
any  station  or  siding,  and  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board. 

(2)  Any  person  desirous  of  erecting  a  country  elevator 
shall  make  application  to  the  railway  company  for  a  site; 
and,  in  case  of  dispute,  such  dispute  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada. 

(3)  The  railway  company  shall,  on  the  allotment  of  any 
site  for  a  new  elevator  and  on  the  transfer  of  any  lease, 
notify  the  Board,  stating  the  location  and  to  whom  allotted 
or  transferred,  and  shall  furnish  the  Board  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  October  of  each  year  with  a  list  of  all  elevators 
and  warehouses  on  its  lines.  (1912,  c.  27,  s.  151;  1919, 
c.  40,  s.  13,  Am.). 

143.  (1)  Any  country  elevator  which  is  constructed, 
equipped,  and  used  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of  receiving, 
preparing  and  shipping  seed  grain,  may  on  application  to 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (b)  of  section  148. 

(2)  Any  producer  or  group  or  association  of  producers 
of  grain  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  including  any 
co-operative  association  or  grain  pool,  owning  or  operating 
one  or  more  country  elevators,  and  desiring  to  use  the  same 
or  any  of  them  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and 
handling  the  grain  produced  by  them  or  their  members  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  no  other,  may  apply  to  the  Board  for, 
and  the  Board  may  grant  a  license  to  operate  such  elevator 
or  elevators  as  private  country  elevators,  whereupon  such 
elevator  or  elevators  shall  not  be  obliged  to  store  grain  for 
any  person  other  than  the  producer  or  producers  or  members 
of  such  group,  association  or  grain  pool  applying  for  such 
license,  and  the  provisions  of  sections  142  to  161  inclusive, 
and  any  regulations  made  by  the  Board  under  this  Act, 
shall  only  apply  to  such  elevators  to  the  extent  to  which 
they  are  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  section 
and  in  case  any  such  license  is  granted  for  any  elevator  at 
any  point,  any  other  licensed  country  elevator  at  that 
point,  with  the  permission  of  the  Board,  shall  not  be  obliged 
to  store  grain  for  any  member  of  such  grain  pool :  Provided 
that  at  any  point  where  there  is  only  one  elevator  and  that 
elevator  is  owned  or  operated  by  any  producer  or  group  or 
association  of  producers  as  described  in  this  section,  then  the 
Board  shall  only  grant  a  license  to  operate  as  a  public  country 
elevator. 

(3)  Any  person  operating  such  elevator  shall  furnish 
statements  as  to  the  conduct  and  operation  thereof,  in 
such  form  and  at  such  times  as  the  Board  may  determine. 
(1912,  c.  27,  s.  152,  Am.). 
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144.  (1)  No  owner  or  lessee  of  a  country  elevator,  2jSSVJ^ 
shall  receive,  ship,  store  or  handle  any  grain  in  or  from  such  licensed, 
elevator  unless  he  has  first  procured  from  the  Board  a  license 
for  such  purpose. 

(2)  A  license  shall  be  issued  only  upon  written  appli-  ^j^5*4"*11 
cation  under  oath  or  statutory  declaration,  specifying: —  lcense" 

(a)  the  location  of  such  elevator; 

(b)  the  name  of  the  person  operating  such  elevator; 

(c)  the  names  of  all  the  members  of  the  firm,  or  the 
names  of  all  the  officers  of  the  corporation,  owning  or 
operating  such  elevator; 

(d )  such  other  information  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  Board. 

(3)  The  license  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  f^1^ fnd 
August  in  each  year,  but  while  in  force,  shall  confer  upon  uCense° 
the  licensee  full  authority  to  operate  such  elevator  in  accor- 
dance with  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  made  under 

this  Act. 

(4)  Every  country  elevator  shall  be  subject  at  all  times  inspection, 
to  inspection  by  any  authorized  officer  of  the  Board,  and 

such  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  all  information 
which  the  Board  may  deem  necessary  regarding  the  obser- 
vance of  this  Act  and  of  the  regulations  made  hereunder 
by  the  person  in  charge  of  such  elevator. 

(5)  Every  person  receiving  a  license  shall  be  held  to  have  tMsSPart 
agreed  to  the  provisions  of  this  Part  and  to  have  agreed  18  ar ' 
to  comply  therewith. 

(6)  The  annual  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars.  Fee. 
(1912,  c.  27,  s.  153;  1913,  c.  21,  s.  11,  Am.). 


145.  If  any  country  elevator  is  operated  in  violation  Revocation 
or  in  disregard  of  this  Act,  its  license  shall,  upon  due  proof  of  hcense- 
thereof,  after  proper  hearing  and  notice  to  the  licensee,  be 
revoked  by  the  Board,  and  pending  such  hearing,  the 
Board  may  suspend  such  license.    (1912,  c.  27,  s.  154,  Am,), 


146.  The  person  receiving  a  hcense  as  herein  provided  Security  by 
shall  file  with  the  Board  a  bond  to  His  Majesty,  with  good  1Censee, 
and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board,  in 
a  penal  sum,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  of  not  less  than 
five  thousand  nor  more  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  in 
the  case  of  an  elevator,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties  as  a  public  warehouseman  and  his 
full  and  unreserved  compliance  with  all  laws  in  relation 
thereto:  Provided  that  when  any  person  procures  a  license  Proviso, 
for  more  than  one  elevator,  security  may  be  given  by  one 
or  more  bonds,  in  such  amount  or  amounts  as  the  Board 
may  require.

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147.  (1)  The  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
in  Council,  may  make  and  promulgate  all  suitable  and  neces- 
sary rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and  control 
of  country  elevators,  and  the  receipt,  storage,  insurance, 
handling  and  shipping  of  grain  therein  and  therefrom,  and 
the  maximum  rates  of  charges  therefor  in  cases  where 
handling  includes  cleaning  grain,  and  also  in  cases  where 
it  does  not  include  such  cleaning.

the  free  inspection  of  the  public.

(5)  The  Board  may  also  approve  of  guarantee  companies 
who  may  furnish  bonds  to  country  elevators  as  security 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  by  their  country 
elevator  agents;  and  such  companies  only  as  have  received 
such  approval  shall  be  accepted  as  guarantors  by  country 
elevator  companies.

(e )  at  the  time  of  delivery  of  any  grain  at  such  country 
elevator,  issue,  in  the  form  prescribed  in  the  schedule 
to  this  Act,  to  the  person  delivering  the  grain  either 
a  cash  purchase  ticket,  warehouse  storage  receipt, 
storage  receipt  for  special  binned  grain,  or  a  receipt, 
or  ticket  subject  to  the  inspector's  grade  and  dockage, 
or  such  other  ticket,  receipt  or  certificate  as  the  Board 
may  approve  of  or  provide,  as  the  case  may  be,  dated 
the  day  the  grain  was  received,  for  each  individual  load, 
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lot  or  parcel  of  grain  delivered  at  such  country 
elevator. 

(f )  in  the  event  of  the  purchase  by  such  operator  of  any 
grain  previously  received  at  or  in  such  country  elevator 
and  for  which  a  warehouse  storage  receipt  or  a  storage 
receipt  for  special  binned  grain  was  issued  and  is 
outstanding,  issue,  on  the  surrender  of  any  such 
receipt,  either  a  cash  purchase  ticket  in  the  form  A 
in  the  schedule  to  this  Act,  dated  the  day  the  grain  is 
purchased,  for  each  lot  or  parcel  of  grain  so  purchased, 
or  a  track  purchase  note  in  the  form  F  in  the  Schedule 
to  this  Act,  or  a  certified  cheque  drawn  on  a  chartered 
bank  of  Canada  for  the  amount  payable  for  such 
purchase.    1912,  c.  27,  s.  157;  1920,  c.  37,  s.  2,  Am.). 


149.  (1)  The  owner,  lessee  or  manager  of  every  country  ^J*3*® 
elevator  equipped  with  grain  cleaners  shall,  if  requested  so  gSS!08 
to  do,  clean  the  grain  before  it  is  weighed. 

(2)  Persons  interested  in  the  weighing  of  grain  at  any  Attendance 
country  elevator,  shall  have  free  access  to  the  scales  while  pirtfeYa^the 
such  grain  is  being  weighed  and  shall,  if  the  facilities  exist,  weighing, 
and  if  they  so  desire,  have  ample  opportunity  after  the 
cleaning  is  done,  of  personally  ascertaining  the  net  weight 

of  the  grain  cleaned. 

(3)  The  net  weight  of  the  grain  cleaned  shall  be  specified  Certificate 
on  the  face  of  the  certificate  given  the  seller  by  the  purchaser.  o£  weight-

150.  (1)  The  person  operating  any  country  elevator  Warehouse 
shall,  upon  request  of  any  person  delivering  grain  for  receipt- 
storage  or  shipment,  deliver  to  such  person  a  warehouse 
receipt  or  receipts,  dated  the  day  the  grain  was  received 
and  specifying, — 

(a)  the  gross  and  net  weight  of  such  grain; 

(b)  the  dockage  for  dirt  or  other  cause; 

(c)  the  grade  of  such  grain  when  graded  conformably 
to  the  grade  fixed  by  law  and  in  force  at  terminal  points; 
and 

(d)  that  the  grain  mentioned  in  such  receipt  has  been 
received  into  store. 

(2)  Such  receipt  shall  also  state  upon  its  face  that  the  Contents 
grain  mentioned  therein  has  been  received  into  store,  and  of  receipt* 
that  upon  the  return  of  such  receipt,  and  upon  payment 
or  tender  of  payment  of  all  lawful  charges  for  receiving, 
storing,  insuring,  delivering  or  otherwise  handling  such 
grain,  which  may  accrue  up  to  the  time  of  the  return  of  the 
receipt,  the  grain  is  deliverable  to  the  person  on  whose 
account  it  has  been  taken  into  store,  or  to  his  order,  from 
the  country  elevator  where  it  was  received  for  storage,  or, 
in  quantities  not  less  than  carload  lots  on  track  at  a  public 
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terminal  elevator  (unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed)  at 
such  terminal  point  in  the  Western  Inspection  Division  as 
the  owner  may  specify  (or  on  track  at  such  proper  terminal 
elevator  at  or  adjacent  to  Duluth  as  the  owner  may  specify) 
so  soon  as  the  transportation  company  delivers  the  grain 
at  such  elevator  and  the  certificates  of  grade  and  weight  are 
returned.

of  such  cash  ticket,  demand  in  exchange  therefor  a  ware- 
house storage  receipt  bearing  the  date  and  place  of  issue 
of  the  original  warehouse  or  storage  receipt  and  for  a  similar 
grade  and  net  weight  of  grain  as  was  shown  on  the  cash 
purchase  ticket  aforesaid.  Upon  the  return  of  the  said 
cash  purchase  ticket  to  the  warehouseman,  he  shall  at  once 
issue  to  the  holder  in  exchange  therefor  a  warehouse  storage 
receipt  of  the  same  grade  and  quantity  of  grain  as  shown 
on  the  face  of  said  surrendered  cash  purchase  ticket. 

(5)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  subsection  four  of  £j^Jof 
this  section,  the  owner,  possessor  or  holder  of  a  cash  purchase  of  cash 
ticket  shall  not  be  deprived  of  his  right  to  payment  or  gJEjf88 
redemption  of  the  same  as  against  the  warehouseman  or  preserved, 
his  surety,  if  he  does  not  avail  himself  of  the  provisions  of 
subsection  four.    (1912,  c.  27,  s.  160;  1919,  c.  40,  s.  14 
1920,  c.  37,  s.  3,  Am.). 

152.  (1)  On  the  return  of  the  storage  receipts,  if  the  Forwarding 
shipment  or  delivery  of  the  grain  at  a  terminal  point  is  terminal 
requested  by  the  owner  thereof,  the  person  receiving  the  elevator- 
grain  shall  deliver  to  the  owner  a  certificate  in  evidence  of  Certificate, 
his  right  to  such  shipment  or  delivery,  stating  upon  its  face — 

(a)  the  date  and  place  of  its  issue; 

(b)  the  name  of  the  consignor  and  consignee; 

(c)  the  place  of  destination; 

(d)  the  kind  of  grain  and  the  grade  and  net  quantity, 
exclusive  of  dockage,  to  which  the  owner  is  entitled  by 
his  original  warehouse  receipts,  and  by  official  inspec- 
tion and  weighing  at  the  designated  terminal  point. 

(2)  Such  certificate  shall  be  returned  in  exchange  for  the  ^^ficate 
railway  shipping  receipt  and  certificates  of  weight  and  grade.  cer  1  ca  e' 

(3)  The  grain  represented  by  such  certificate  shall  be  Charges, 
subject  only  to  such  storage,  transportation  or  other  lawful 
charges  as  would  accrue  upon  such  grain  from  the  date  of 

the  issue  of  the  certificate  to  the  date  of  actual  delivery, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Part,  at  such  terminal  point. 
(1912,  c.  27,  s.  161). 

153.  (1)  Any  person  having  grain  stored  or  binned  in  ^etr^ng 
not  less  than  car  lots  in  any  country  elevator  whether  in  elevator, 
general  or  special  bin,  may  order  a  car  or  cars  to  be  placed 

at  such  elevator  for  the  shipment  of  such  stored  grain,  and 
may  have  the  said  car  or  cars  loaded  at  such  elevator  after 
he  has  surrendered  to  the  operator  thereof  the  storage  re- 
ceipt or  receipts  therefor,  properly  endorsed,  and  has  paid, 
or  tendeied  payment  of  all  lawful  charges  hereinbefore 
vol.  i — 10  145  provided; 
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provided;  and  the  grain  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  further 
charges  for  storage  after  demand  for  such  delivery  is  made 
and  cars  are  furnished  by  the  railway  company. 

Should  the  storage  receipts  and  lawful  charges  against 
the  grain  not  be  delivered  or  paid  at  the  time  of  the  billing 
of  the  car,  the  elevator  operator  may  hold  the  bill  of  lading 
imtil  the  owner  has  surrendered  the  storage  receipts  therefor 
and  paid  all  lawful  storage  charges  due  thereon:  Provided 
that  it  shall  be  an  offence  under  this  Part  for  the  elevator 
operator  to  sell  or  dispose  of  such  bill  of  lading  without  the 
consent  of  the  owner  of  the  grain,  and  the  bill  of  lading  shall 
be  made  out  in  all  cases  in  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the 
grain  shipped. 

(2)  The  grain  represented  by  such  receipt  shall  be 
shipped  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  demand  has 
been  made  and  cars  have  been  furnished. 

(3)  This  section  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  or  curtail 
the  right  of  any  applicant,  whether  he  has  or  has  not  grain 
stored  or  binned  as  above  stated.    (1912,  c.  27,  s.  162). 

154.  If  not  delivered  upon  such  demand  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  such  car,  or  other  means  for  receiving  the 
grain  has  been  furnished,  the  country  elevator  in  default 
shall  be  liable  to  the  owner  of  such  receipt  for  damages  for 
such  default  in  the  sum  of  one  cent  per  bushel,  and  in 
addition  thereto  one  cent  per  bushel  for  each  day  of  such 
neglect  or  refusal  to  deliver:  Provided  that  no  warehouse- 
man shall  be  held  to  be  in  default  in  delivering  if  the  grain 
is  delivered  in  the  order  demanded  by  holders  of  different 
receipts  and  as  rapidly  as  due  diligence,  care  and  prudence 
will  justify.

155.  Upon  giving  forty-eight  hours'  notice  to  the  owner 
or  his  local  agent  appointed  in  writing,  the  operator  of 
any  country  elevator  may  forward  any  grain  stored  in  his 
elevator  to  any  terminal  elevator  in  the  Western  Inspection 
Division  and  on  so  doing  shall  be  liable  for  the  delivery 
thereof  to  its  owner  at  such  terminal  elevator  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  in  all  respects  as  if  such 
grain  had  been  so  forwarded  at  the  request  of  the  owner 
thereof,  and  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  graded 
storage  receipt  or  storage  receipt  for  special  binned  grain, 
as  the  case  may  be,  issued  in  connection  with  such  grain:

at  or  adjacent  to  Duluth:  Provided  also  that  the  owner  of 
such  grain  may  by  agreement  in  writing  which  shall  be  on  a 
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separate  form  waive  his  right,  to  the  forty-eight  hours' 
notice  under  this  section.

156.  The  grain  when  so  delivered  at  terminals  shall  Freight 
be  subject  to  freight,  weighing  and  inspection  charges  and  charges!* 
all  other  charges,  if  any,  lawful  at  such  terminal  point.

157.  (1)  All  warehouse  receipts  issued  for  grain  received  ^'fhtgU^d

(3)  Except  as  in  this  Part  mentioned,  or  except  as  other-  No  receipt 
wise  provided  by  order  or  regulation  of  the  Board  approved  °tl  contafn^ 
by  the  Governor  in  Council,  no  receipts  or  certificates  shall  ™®di^cation 
contain  language  in  any  way  limiting  or  modifying  the  Sabmty 
legal  liability  of  the  person  issuing  the  same  nor  shall  any  of  issuer- 

of  the  parties  thereto  enter  into  any  agreement  whatever, 
other  than  that  provided  for  in  the  aforesaid  warehouse 
receipt.  The  entering  into  any  such  agreement  shall  be 
an  offence  and  the  agreement  shall  be  void. 

(4)  Except  in  the  case  of  accidental  damage  to,  or  the  Grain  to  be 
accidental  destruction  of,  any  country  elevator  in  which  *crcounted 
grain  has  been  accepted  for  general  storage  as  herein  pro- 
vided, if  the  person  operating  it,  when  called  upon  to  do 

so  by  the  owner  of  the  grain,  fails  to  account  for  the  grain 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  warehouse  receipt 
given  under  the  provisions  of  this  Part  or  of  the  further 
orders  of  the  owners,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence 
under  section  355  of  the  Criminal  Code,  and  shall  be  liable 
to  the  penalties  therein  provided  and,  in  addition,  to  the  Penalty, 
forfeiture  of  his  license.

158.  (1)  Whenever  the  person  operating  a  country  storage  in 
elevator  agrees  with  the  owner  of  any  grain  to  store  it  8pecia  ms' 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  preserve  its  identity,  it  shall  be 

stored  in  a  special  bin  or  bins,  and  shall  be  called  special 
binned  grain,  and  in  such  case  only  the  weights,  insurance 
and  preservation  of  the  identity  of  the  grain  shall  be  guar- 
anteed by  the  said  operator,  and  he  shall  mark  on  the 
storage  receipts  given  therefor  the  words  "Special  bin," 
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and  the  number  or  numbers  by  which  such  special  bin 
or  bins  are  known  in  such  elevator.

(1)  In  case  any  country  elevator  warehouseman 
discovers  that  any  portion  of  the  specially  binned  grain 
in  this  elevator  is  out  of  condition  or  becoming  so,  and 
it  is  not  in  his  power  to  preserve  it,  he  shall  immediately 
give  written  notice  thereof  by  registered  letter  to  the  Board 
and  to  the  person  on  whose  account  the  grain  was  received, 
if  the  address  of  such  person  is  known.

(4)  Such  grain  shall  be  delivered  upon  the  return  and 
cancellation  of  the  receipts. 

(5)  In  case  the  grain  out  of  condition  is  not  removed 
from  store  by  the  owner  thereof  within  ten  days  from  the 
date  of  the  notice  of  its  being  out  of  condition,  the  ware- 
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houseman  where  the  grain  is  stored  may  sell  such  grain 
at  public  auction  for  the  account  of  the  owner  after, — 

(a)  giving  ten  days'  notice  by  advertisement  in  a  news-  Notice,

(6)  Any  warehouseman  guilty  of  an  act  of  neglect,  the  Warehouse- 
effect  of  which  is  to  depreciate  property  stored  in  such  JJ^JJjKl 
elevator  under  his  control,  shall  be  held  responsible  per- 
sonally as  well  as  upon  the  bond,  issued  in  conformity 

with  section  146,  and  in  addition  thereto,  the  license  of  such 
elevator  may  be  revoked. 

(7)  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held  to  relieve  the  Proper 
warehouseman  from  exercising  proper  care  and  vigilance  fiance

of  grain  delivered,  a  fair  and  proper  sample  shall  be  drawn 
in  the  presence  of  the  person  delivering  the  grain  out  of 
each  hopper  load  as  delivered  and  at  least  two  quarts  from 
samples  so  taken  shall  be  forwarded  in  a  suitable  recep- 
tacle properly  tied  and  sealed  and  marked    subject  to 
inspector's  grade  and  dockage,  express  charges  prepaid, 
to  the  chief  inspector  of  grain  and  shall  be  accompanied 
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by  the  request  in  writing  of  either  or  both  of  the  parties 
aforesaid,  that  the  chief  inspector  will  examine  the  sample 
and  report  on  the  grade  and  dockage  the  sa  1  grain  is,  in 
his  opinion,  entitled  to  and  would  receive  if  shipped  to  the 
terminal  points  and  subjected  to  official  inspection.  (1912, 
c.  27,  s.  172,  Am.). 

163.  The  chief  inspector  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
examine  and  inspect  such  sample  or  samples  of  grain  and 
adjudge  the  proper  grade  and  dockage  to  which  it  is,  in  his 
judgment,  entitled,  and  which  grain  of  like  quality  and 
character  would  receive  if  shipped  to  the  terminal  points 
in  carload  lots  and  subjected  to  official  inspection.  (1912, 
c.  27,  s.  173). 

164.  (1)  As  soon  as  the  chief  inspector  has  so  examined, 
inspected  and  adjusted  the  grade  and  dockage  he  shall 
make  out  in  writing  a  statement  of  his  judgment  and 
finding  and  shall  transmit  a  copy  thereof  by  mail  to  each 
of  the  parties  to  the  disagreement,  preserving  the  original 
together  with  the  sample  on  file  in  his  office. 

(2)  The  judgment  and  finding  of  the  chief  inspector  on 
all  or  any  of  the  said  matters  shall  be  conclusive. 

(3)  Where  the  disagreement  as  to  grade  and  dockage 
arises  on  the  sale  of  the  grain  by  a  farmer  to  such  country 
elevator  the  farmer  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  grade  and 
dockage  offered  him  by  the  elevator,  but  the  final  settle- 
ment shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  grade  and  dockage 
given  by  the  chief  inspector.    (1912,  c.  27,  s.  174.) 

165.  The  ticket  or  tickets  issued  in  the  case  of 
grain  sold  or  stored  under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing 
section  shall  be  in  forms  Al  or  Bl  as  the  case  may  be  and 
shall  in  each  case,  set  out,  among  other  things,  the  grade 
offered  by  the  elevator  operator  or  owner  to  the  owner  of 
the  grain. 

Investigation  into  Complaints. 

166.  (1)  Whenever  complaint  is  made,  in  writing  under 
oath  to  the  Board  by  any  person  aggrieved,  that  the  person 
operating  any  country  elevator  under  this  Act, — 

(a)  fails  to  give  just  and  fair  weights  or  grades;  or, 

(b)  is  guilty  of  making  unreasonable  dockage  for  dirt  or 
other  cause;  or, 

(c)  fails  in  any  manner  to  operate  such  elevator  fairly, 
justly  and  properly;  or, 

(d)  is  guilty  of  any  discrimination  forbidden  by  this 
Part,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  inquire  into 
and  investigate  such  complaint  and  the  charge  therein 
contained. 
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(2)  The  Board  shall,  for  such  purpose,  have  full  author-  ^reJ of 
ity  to  examine  and  inspect  all   the  books,  records  and 
papers  pertaining  to  the  business  of  such  elevator  and 

all  the  scales,  machinery  and  fixtures  and  appliances  used 
therein,  and  to  take  evidence  of  witnesses  under  oath, 
and  for  that  purpose  to  administer  the  oath. 

(3)  Upon  receipt  of  such  complaint  the  Board  shall  Notice  to 
examine  the  same,  and  if,  in  their  opinion,  a  hearing  should  both  Parties- 
be  held,  both  parties  shall  be  notified  of  the  place  and  date 
thereof.    (1912,  c.  27,  s.  175,  Am.). 

167.  (1)  In  case  the  Board  finds  the  complaint  and  Decision 
charge  therein  contained,  or  any  part  thereof,  true,  it  shall  of  Board* 
give  its  decision  in  writing  and  shall  at  once  serve  a  copy 

of  such  decision  upon  the  person  offending  and  against 
whom  such  complaint  was  made,  and  also  serve  a  copy 
upon  the  owner  of  such  country  elevator;  and  the  Board 
shall  direct  such  owner  to  make  proper  redress  to  the 
person  injured,  and  may  order  the  discharge  of  the  offend-  Punish  merit 
ing  operator,  who  shall  not  be  engaged  as  manager  or  of  offender- 
assistant  in  any  country  elevator  for  the  period  of  one  year 
from  such  discharge.  Upon  the  failure  of  such  owner  to 
give  such  proper  redress  and  discharge  such  operator  the 
Board  may  cancel  the  license  of  the  country  elevator.  In 
case  any  other  country  elevator  employs  an  operator  so 
discharged  within  the  said  period  of  one  year  the  Board 
shall  order  the  dismissal  of  such  operator,  and  in  case  of 
refusal  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  Board  in  this 
regard  the  Board  shall  cancel  the  license  of  the  said  country 
elevator. 

(2)  Every  one  who  being  a  grain  dealer  or  a  member  of  influencing 
a  firm  dealing  in  grain  or  an  authorized  agent  of  any  such  to^ve* 
dealer  or  firm,  influences,  or  attempts  to  influence,  in  any  ^j^Jtor 
manner  either  by  letter,  circular  or  otherwise,  any  manager  take 
of  any  country  elevator  to  give  unjust  weights  or  to  take  dockage, 
unjust  dockage  from  any  grain  being  received  into  such 
elevator,  is  guilty  of  an  offence  and  liable,  on  summary 
conviction,  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  Penalty, 
and  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars.    (1912,  c.  27,  s. 
176). 

168.  (1)  All  licensees  of  country  elevators  under  this  statement 
Part  shall,  annually  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Board  handled?"1 
may  direct,  furnish  in  writing  to  the  Board,  a  return  or 
statement  in  such  form  as  the  Board  may  prescribe,  show- 
ing:— 

(a)  the  amount  of  grain  on  hand  in  the  elevator  and  the  Particulars, 
total  amount  of  warehouse  receipts  outstanding  in 
respect  of  the  said  grain; 

(b )  the  total  amount  of  warehouse  receipts  issued,  the 
total  amount  of  warehouse  receipts  surrendered  by  the 
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holders  thereof,  and  the  total  amount  of  warehouse 
receipts  outstanding; 

(c)  the  amount  of  grain  received  and  stored  in  such 
elevator; 

(d )  the  amount  of  grain  delivered  or  shipped  from  such 
elevator; 

(e)  the  amount  of  grain  on  hand  in  such  elevator; 

(f)  the  amount  of  fire  insurance  in  force  with  such  proof 
of  same  as  the  Board  may  direct. 

(2)  The  foregoing  particulars  shall  in  the  case  of  each 
annual  statement  be  compiled  as  at  the  thirty-first  (day  of 
July  in  each  year  and  shall  specify  the  kind  of  grain  and 
grade  and  the  amounts  of  each  such  kind  and  grade. 

(3)  Such  statement  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  declara- 
tion of  the  person  operating  such  elevator,  verifying  the 
correctness  of  the  statement  according  to  the  best  of  his 
judgment  and  belief  and  alleging  that  the  statement  is 
correct  according  to  the  books  kept  by  him  and  that  such 
books  have  been  correctly  kept  to  the  best  of  his  judgment 
and  belief  and  what  books  have  been  kept  by  him. 

(4)  Such  statement  and  declaration  in  regard  to  any 
particular  elevator  shall  be  open  for  inspection,  in  the  office 
of  the  Board  during  business  hours,  to  any  person  who  has 
had  grain  handled  in  such  elevator  or  to  the  operator  of 
such  elevator,  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  fifty  cents. 

(5)  Any  person  without  reasonable  justification  making  a 
false  statement  or  declaration  as  aforesaid,  shall,  on  con- 
viction upon  indictment,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and, 
in  default  of  payment,  to  imprisonment  for  not  less  than 
one  month,  nor  more  than  one  year.  In  every  case,  the 
onus  of  establishing  reasonable  justification  shall  be  upon 
the  person  making  such  false  statement  or  declaration. 

(6)  In  the  case  of  a  firm  or  corporation  operating  a 
country  elevator,  the  statement  and  declaration  may  be 
made  by  any  person  purporting  to  have  knowledge  of  the 
facts,  and  the  declaration  shall  include  an  allegation  that 
he  has  knowledge  of  the  facts  and  shall  state  the  source 
of  his  knowledge. 

(7)  Any  person  required  by  this  section  to  furnish  such 
statement  or  declaration  and  failing  to  do  so  within  three 
days  after  receipt  of  written  notice  to  him  from  the  Board, 
shall  be  liable  to  forfeiture  of  license.  (1912,  c.  27,  s.  177, 
Am.).

COMMISSION  MERCHANTS. 

195.  Any  person  desiring  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
grain  commission  merchant  in  the  Western  Inspection 
Division  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Board 
for  a  license  to  sell  grain  on  commission,  stating  the  locality 
where  he  intends  to  carry  on  such  business,  and  the  probable 
amount  of  business  he  will  do  monthly.    (1912,  c.  27,  s.  210.) 

196.  On  receiving  such  application  the  Board  shall  fix 
the  amount  of  a  bond  to  be  given  to  His  Majesty  with 
sufficient  surety,  for  the  benefit  of  persons  entrusting  such 
commission  merchants  with  consignments  of  grain  to  be 
sold  on  commission.

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CHAP.  34. 

An  Act  respecting  the  disposal  of  the  Canteen  Funds. 

[Assented  to  27th  June,  1925.] 

WHEREAS  certain  profits  have  accumulated  from  the  Preamble, 
operation  of  canteens  during  the  late  war  and  from 
other  sources;  and  whereas  more  particularly  these  profits 
represent  (i)  the  share  allotted  to  the  Canadian  Expedi- 
tionary Force  of  the  profits  made  by  the  operation  of 
canteens  under  the  control  of  the  British  War  Office, 
(ii)  the  profits  made  by  the  operation  of  canteens  under 
the  control  of  various  units  of  the  Canadian  Expeditionary 
Force  overseas,  (hi)  the  share  of  profits  allotted  to  the 
Government  of  Canada  for  division  among  Canadian  war 
charities  by  the  War  Office  Cinematograph  Committee 
arising  from  the  profits  made  by  such  Committee  from  the 
exhibition  of  pictures  taken  in  the  area  of  active  operations, 
(iv)  the  share  allotted  to  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  by  the 
Admiralty;  and  whereas,  there  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Receiver-General  for  Canada  the  sum  of  $2,350,000  more  or 
less,  representing  the  said  allotments  and  profits  together 
with  interest  thereon;  and  whereas  it  is  desirable  that 
distribution  of  these  amounts  be  made  so  that  ex-members 
of  the  forces  and  their  dependents  may  benefit  thereby: 
Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts

[Assented  to  27th  June,  1925.} 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Divorce  Act.  Short  title. 

2.  In  any  court  having  jurisdiction  to  grant  divorce  ^gh*0of 
a  vinculo  matrimonii  any  wife  may  commence  an  action  divorce 
praying  that  her  marriage  may  be  dissolved  on  the  ground  JjgJjJJj?1  for 
that  her  husband  has  since  the  celebration  thereof  been  a  u  ery* 
guilty  of  adultery. 

3.  If  the  court  is  satisfied  by  the  evidence  that  the  Conditions 
case  of  the  wife  has  been  proved,  and  does  not  find  that  dtcr^may 
the  wife  has  been  in  any  manner  accessory  to  or  has  con-  be  Pro- 
nived  at  the  adultery  of  her  husband,  or  that  she  has  nounced- 
condoned  the  adultery  complained  of,  or  that  the  action 

was  commenced  and  is  prosecuted  in  collusion  with  the 
husband  or  the  woman  with  whom  he  is  alleged  to  have 
committed  adultery,  then  the  court  shall  pronounce  a 
decree  declaring  such  marriage  to  be  dissolved;  provided 

Proviso. 

always  that  the  court  shall  not  be  bound  to  pronounce  such 
decree  if  it  finds  that  the  wife  during  the  marriage  has  been 
guilty  of  adultery,  or  if  the  wife  shall  in  the  opinion  of 
the  court  have  been  guilty  of  unreasonable  delay  in  present- 
ing or  prosecuting  such  action  or  of  cruelty  towards  the 
husband,  or  of  having  deserted  or  wilfully  separated  herself 
from  the  husband  before  the  adultery  complained  of,  and 
without  reasonable  excuse,  or  of  such  wilful  neglect  or  mis- 
conduct as  has  conduced  to  the  adultery.

[Assented  to  27th  June,  1925.] 


HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  1920,  c.  46: 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  l^f2\  20! 
follows: — 

1.  (1)  Paragraph  (x)  of  section  two  of  the  Dominion 
Elections  Act,  chapter  forty-six  of  the  statutes  of  1920,  divisions." 
as  amended  by  chapter  twenty-nine  of  the  statutes  of  1921 

is  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  " twenty-five  hundred" 
in  the  third  line  of  the  said  paragraph,  and  substituting  the 
words  "five  thousand"  therefor. 

(2)  Paragraph  (y )  of  said  section  two  of  the  said  Act  is  "^.V™1 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "one  thousand"  in  the  divisions." 
third  line  of  the  said  paragraph,  and  substituting  the  words 
"five  thousand"  therefor. 

2.  Section  two  of  the  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  'Printing.'

5.  (1)  The  persons  entitled  to  payment  of  aid  under  this 
Act  shall  be  such  of  the  creditors  referred  to  in  sections  two 
and  three  of  this  Act  as  are  found  by  the  Commissioner 
hereinafter  appointed  to  be  in  special  need  or  in  straitened 
circumstances  by  reason  of  the  suspension  of  the  Bank. 

(2)  The  President  of  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada  or 
the  Puisne  Judge  of  that  court,  acting  personally  and  not 
as  that  court,  and  hereinafter  called  "the  Commissioner", 
shall,  upon  application  made  to  him  by  any  person  whose 
claim  has  been  settled  and  approved  by  the  court  in  the 
winding-up  proceedings,  determine  whether  or  not  that 
creditor  is  entitled  to  receive  any,  and  if  so  what  amount  of, 
pecuniary  aid  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  such  determination  the  Commis- 
sioner may  prescribe  the  delay  for  filing  claims  to  receive 
such  aid,  the  evidence,  by  affidavit  or  otherwise,  to  be 
adduced  in  support  of  such  claims,  the  procedure  necessary 
or  requisite  and  all  other  matters  requisite  in  the  premises. 

(4)  So  soon  as  possible  after  the  expiration  of  the  said 
delay  the  Commissioner  shall  from  time  to  time  prepare 
and  forward  to  the  liquidators  of  the  Bank  a  list  showing 
the  names  of  the  persons  who  have  been  found  by  the 
Commissioner  to  be  entitled  to  aid  under  this  Act,  and  the 
amount  of  aid  to  which  each  such  person  is  entitled.

Battlefields  Commission  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  1914« c-46- 
the  Governor  in  Council,  purchase,  acquire,  and  hold,  does 
not  mention  among  such  lands  or  immovable  property 
those  at  Wolfe's  Cove  where  General  Wolfe's  Army  landed 
and  from  thence  ascended  the  cliff;  and  whereas  it  is  con- 
sidered that  these  lands  or  immovable  property  at  Wolfe's 
Cove  and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  thereof  should,  on

(b )  In  the  case  of  a  member  of  the  forces  who  did  not 
serve  in  a  theatre  of  actual  war  whose  disease  was 
aggravated  during  military  service  during  the  war,  a 
pension  of  ninety  per  cent  shall  be  awarded  as  from 
the  date  of  completion  of  such  treatment  and  shall  be 
continued  without  reduction  for  a  period  of  two  years, 
unless  further  treatment  is  required: 

Provided  that  after  the  expiry  of  two  years  no  pension 
awarded  in  respect  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  shall  be 
reduced  by  more  than  twenty  per  cent  at  any  one  time, 
nor  shall  such  reduction  be  made  at  intervals  of  less  than 
six  months.  Provided  also  that  the  provisions  of  paragraph 
(b )  of  this  subsection  shall  not  apply  if  the  disease  mani- 
fested itself  within  a  period  of  three  months  after  enlistment. 

(4)  No  deduction  shall  be  made  from  the  pension  of  when  no 
any  member  of  the  forces  owing  to  his  having  undertaken  {drJctlon 
work  or  perfected  himself  in  some  form  of  industry."  pension.

"(3)  (a)  Members  of  the  Forces  who  were  at  the  time  of 
retirement  or  discharge  or  who  later  have  become  disabled 
to  an  extent  of  between  five  and  fourteen  per  cent  may 
elect  to  accept  a  final  payment  in  lieu  of  the  pensions  set 
forth  in  Schedule  A  of  this  Act.  The  amount  of  such  final 
payment  in  cases  of  disability  between  five  and  nine  per 
cent  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  dollars,  and  in  cases 
of  disability  between  ten  and  fourteen  per  cent  shall  not 
exceed  six  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  extent  of  the  disability  and  its  probable 
duration.  Members  of  the  forces  permanently  disabled 
between  ten  and  fourteen  per  cent  shall  receive  six  hundred 
dollars.
